of the county of Wilt^, during the minority of 
the duke of Somerfet. In his younger years, 
his education was negleded, by reafon of the 
civil wars 5 but, wjien he carne to mg^n'g age, he 
learned the Latin tongue, and made a great pro* 
grefs in mathematicks, and in all the other partai 
of learning. ' He knew our law and conftitution 
•well, and was a very thoughtful man. As he 
appeared early againft the court. King Charles 
imputing it'to hispefentments, refolvtd to make 
ufe of him ; and accordingly, in 1670, fent 
him embaiTador to, Denmark, where his behaf* 
viour fn the affair of the flag gained him much 
reputation (a). At his return, in 1672, he was 



(a) His beha'viour in the affair of the flag gained bim great, 
reputation'} THe King of Denmark had ordered the gover- 
nor of Croonenburgh to make all (hips that pafTed ftrike to 
him. So when lord ElTex was failing by, the governor fent 
tp'iiim, /iihpt to ftrike to him, or to fail by in the night, or 
to keep out of his reach : otherwife he mull (hoot, firft with 
powder, but next with ball. Lord Elfex fent him a refolute 
anfwer, " That the Kings of England made others ftrike to 
^* them, but their: (hips ftrxick to nonet He would not fteal 
•» through in the dark, nor keep out of his reach j and if

fing to ftrike. Now> at his going from England, Sir John 
Cotton had defired him to take (bme volumes of his library 
^hat retaed to Dani(h afi^trs j— which he took, without ap- 
prehending that be (hpuld have great occafion to ufe them : * 
Bqt this accident made hirn fearch intp thei?. And he found., 
veiy good materials to Juftffy his condti£Vi iincc by formal ' 
Ueaties it had been cxprel^y fHpdlated, tfet the-Englilh (hips* 
of war (hould not ftriktj in the Oani(h feas. . This raH*ed his :

fwbm of the privy couneil, and made lord 
lieutenant of Ireland. How he came to be raifed 
to this poft he could never underHand ; for he 
never had pretended to it ^ and he was a violent 
enemy to popery, not fo rriuch from any fixed 
jprinciple in religion^ in which he was t6o loofe, 
as becaufe he looked on it as an invafion made on 
the freedom of human natute. He began his 
journey towards Ireland July ^2, with a very 
noble equipage, and arriving at Dublin, had, on 
Auguft ^, the fword of ftate delivered to him^ 
In his government of that kingdom, he exceeded 
all that had gone before him, and was a pattern 
to all that ftiould come after. He ftudied to 
Underfland well the conftitution and intercft of 
the nation. He read over all their council books^ 
and made large abftrafts out of them, to guide 
him, fo as to advance eVery thing that had been^ 
at any time fet on foot for the good of the 
kingdom^ He made feveral volumes of tables 
t)f the ftate, and perfons that were in every 
county and town ; and got true charafters of all 
that were capable of ferving the publick. And 
he preferred men always upon merit, without 
any application from themfelves ; and watched 
over all about him, that there (hould be no bribes 
among his fervants. But notwithftanding thefe 
noble qualifications, and his great fervices, he 
was recalled in 1677, for complaining that pay-

might e¥p^6t every thing he (hould pretend to at his return. 
The governor of Crooncnburgh was ordered to beg his pardon 
upon bis knees in the open (Ireet ; which he dij> the earl 
ftaading in a bdlcony of his lodgings.

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ments were not regularly made in Ireland (3), and 
Tefufing to pafs the accounts of the earl of Ra- 
nelagh, who had the management of the revenue 
in th^t kingdom. Upon his return to England^ 
he became one of the leading men in the houfe 
of lords ; and one of thofe that declared againft 
the earl of Danby. That lord being foon after 
difplaccd, the earl of Eflex was admitted intp 
the new privy council, which was formed upon 
Danby 'sdifgrace, and was one of thofe four leading 
members of it^ who had the direc^liqu of affairs : 
the Treafury likewife being put in commiflton^ 
be was appointed fir(l and chief commiifioner 
of it (c), on the twenty-firft of April, 1679. 
But he refigned that office (d) the niftetefendi of

(^) He tuas re-called-^fw cosn^aitting that pafmtnti to^r^ 
not regularly made in Ireland.^ The eaii of Ranelagh. wh^ 
then hranaged the reventie oi that kingdom, "had undertakeo 
to furnHh the King vvitk money, for the buildmg of Wiftdftm 
out of the revenue of kcland. And it wis believed, the 
duchefs of Portfmouth had a great yearly penfion out c^ hi* 
office. By this means, payments in heland werf not regularly 
made, df which the earl of Eflex complained. The King 
would not own hlow much he had firom lord Ranelagh, but 
preflfed lord Eflcat to pafs his axrcouats- He answered, He 
could not pa(k them as laccoiuUs ; but, if the King would 
forgive lord RaneFagh, lie would pafs a difcharge^ but not 39 
ill account. The King was not pleafed wiih this, nor witi 
his exa^nefsin that^vernraent ; it reproached his own too 
much- $0 he took a reiblution about tbb tiiae to difpltce 
the ^arl of Elflex, and to p.ut the duke of Ormond agaio tn 
hrs room.

And confider- 
ing the prefeot polhire of affairs, the manj jealoufies and dif- 
ContcDts that were among people, the/ bad great caufc to ap- 
prehend, that the conTecjuences of a parliament at Oxford, 
might be as fatal to his Majellj and the nation, as thofe hs 
had mentioned. — The grounds and reafons which the^ gave 
for their opinions in the petition itfelf, were, That the lords

dail^ espofed to the fwords of the pitpda, and their adherents, 
of whom too many were crept into bis Majefty's guards j the,

All which fteps renv 
dered^ him fi> dbnosioas to the cx)urt, that be: 
was &xuck sout of the lift of the privy counfel- 
lors. Atidi^ in Tune, 1683, being aocu&d by 
the lord Howard of Efcrick, of being concerned 
in the Rycphoufe conlpir^y, called otherwife the 
Ph^matic or Proteftant plot, he was committed 
to the Tower {b). On the thirteenth of July fol- 



(b) Biif^ dccufed-'^ heing conctmed in the ^yt-lmft con^ 
fphracy — he n/tias CQmmimd t0 the Tcnoer.'^ Before he. was 
impeached, he ftatd for felAe time at His ^bufein the coan* 
try, and ieemed {o little a^rehenfiye of danger, that his own 
kdy did not inaglne he had any concern on his mind. He 
wasoffieied to be carried away very fafely ; but he would nbc 
ftir. Hb knd^raefs for lord Ruflel was the caufe of it : for, 
he t(i0ught his ^ing out of the way might incline the jury[ 
10 betieve t^ evidence the more, for his abfcondmg. He 
feemed refolved, as (bon as he ^w how that went, to take 
eare of fiini&lf. When ia party of hoHe, that \vas Tent to 
fetch him up, came to his hou^, he was at fird in fome dif- 
oirder^ yet he recovered hrmfelf. But, when he came before' 
the council, he was in much confufion. He was fent to the 
ToWer^ and there he ftll i;indtr ^ great a depreiHon df fpi- 
rft, that he could not ikep at ail; He had fallen before that' 
twice under great (its of the fpleen, which returned now 
upon him with more violence. He fent by a (ervarit, whom' 
he had long trufted, a very melancholy meflfage to his wife ;' 
*• That what he was charged with was true : He was* 
** ibrry he had ruined her, and her children." — ^ — But 
when he found how ihe took his condition to hearr^ "without' 
feemiog concerned for her own (hare in it» he was much 
calmer. As to this plot, very few now believe that the earl 
of EiTex, lord Ru(rel, &c. had fo great a (hare in it, as the 
court dien affirmed. 'Tis very polfible, that the evident vio* 
lations of liberty and property, improved by the nearer prof- 
pe6U of popery, might provoke many of tl^e nobility and

Bur, on the other hand. In order to prove, that the earitjf 
Eflex did not murder himfetf, itisalledged, i. Thsc he wat 
a nobleman of moft virtuous and religious principles, of the 
greateil fedatenefs of mind, leaft fubjed to the undue agita* 
tion of unrul)» paflions, and moft under the condua of « 
calm, fteady, ftrong, dear, and weli-poifcd reafbft, of wiy 
man I'hat the perfonsi who were reported 10 have heard 
him faf what is mentioned above, concerning his great- grand* 
Either, being aiked about it, declared, they never heard any 
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able ftature^ flender in body, adorned wlA 4 
comely coiintenance, mixed with gravity and 
fweetnefe, and was eafy of acceft ; his mind was 
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fttch thing from hina : that his lady in particular affirmed, that 
he ufed to fpeak againft felf-murder with an emotion beyond 
what was cuflomary to him, and that he often declared. 
That no circumftances whatlbever could extenuafte the gailt, 
or lefTen the infamy, of (o unnatural and wicked a fa^. 
2. That he could have no fuch premeditated defign^ For, 
the day before his murder, he had ordered his fervants to 
bring up out of the country feveral veflels of filver, neceflary 
for drefling of victuals. And had laid in-a%pon(iderabie quan- 
tity of the beft of wines Moreover, that he had given private 
diredtioas to lus fteward,to place hirofelf as conveniently as he 
could at the lord Ruifel's trial, the better to take the evidence 
againft him in (hort hand, and convey it to him. 3. That 
the news of the earl of £flex*s murder was publickly talked 
of at feveral diftant places, before it was perpetrated ; namely, 
two days before, at Andover in Hampihire : the day before, 
at Warminfter in Wiltshire y and the fame day it was com« 
mitted, at Froom in Somerfetfhire, ninety miles from London. 
And, therefore that it was contrived, and done by others, 

4. That Jane Lodeman, a young woman about thirteen, and 
William Edwards, a youth between thirteen and fourteen 
years of age, being at the Tower that morning the eirl ot 
Eflex was found murthered, they faw a bloody razor thrown 
out of his chamber-window ; yrhich the boy going to take^ 
up, a (hort woman, in a white hood, came out of captaid 
Mawley's houfe, where the earl lodged, and fnatching up the 
razor carried it in ; immediately after which, murder was 
cried out. The boy denied this afterwards, but is faid to 
have been terrified by one of his iifters, who toid him, that 
lie would ruin his father (who had a place in the cuilom- 
houfe) and the reft of the family, if he perlifted in it, and 
would bring both himfelf and his father to be hanged. The 
prevarication of chief juftice Jefferies and captain Hawley, 
was very glaring upon this point : for they infilled, that ao« 
thing could be well thrown out of the clofet-window where 
the earl was found murdered ; whereas the boy and girl 
both, fpoke of the chamber, not of the clofet-window 1 

5, That the [print of a bloody foot appeared on one of my 
lords ftockings, That the neck, or middle of bis cravat, was 

cut 
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fedate, but his difcourfes were generally free and 
pleafant ; and his demeanour very civil ; hift 
pronufes were real and fmcere ; his reprimands 



cut in foiir pieces ; and tied fb hard, that there was reafoa 
to guefs, an attempt had been made to ftrangle him with it. 
6. That his ]ord(hip*s body was taken put of the cloiet, wher^ 
k was found, dripped and wafhed, and the cloaths carried 
away ; and, alfo the clofet and room, were waihed, before 
the coroner's ipqueft were permitted to fit <m the body; 
which was not till the day after die murder was committed. 
Oie of the jury defiring to fee the clothes, the coroner told 
him, ** They were called, to ^fit upon my lord's body, an4 
*< not on his clothes ; and that it was fuificient they had feen 
** the body, and received an account upon oath how it was 
^< found." 7. That it was impofllble the earl fliould cut his 
own throat in the manner it was done. The two chirurgeony 
who viewed the body with the coroAer, depofed^ ^^ That the 
** throat was cat from one jugubr to the other, and throudi 
'* die wind-^ipe and gullet, unto the vertebresof the nede,- 
** both jugular veins being alio quite divided." Now, the 
razor wherewith he waafaid to have killed himfelf, being si 
fmall French razor, about four inches and a half long at 
TDoft, without fpill or tongue at the tnd of the black, it 
could not be held with ftrength and fieadinefs fdEcient to : 
make fuch a wound, a woona eight inches long' and four 
inches deep, unlefs the hand and fingers grafped two incbef 
of it at lead ; and how the other two inches and a half of 
the razor, could make fuch a long and deep wound, as de- 
fcribed by the chirurgeons, is incredible. 8. In /hort, it is ' 
faid. That . this murder was committed by the Duke of York's- 
contrivance and diredioa, and perpetrated by the earls of 
Sutherland and Feverfham, and Paul Bom^ey, my lord'^ 
valet de chambre. In proof of which it is obferved, 9. That ' 
the King and Duke of York were that morning in the Tower, ' 
from fix o'clock dll nine, where they had not been for twelve 
years before* 10. That thecentinels, which ufed to be changed 
every two hours, condnued upon duty from four to ten o'clock 
in the morning ; beings probably, perfons that could beft be 
trufied. However, that the day but one after the murder, 
t|iey were called together, and ftri^y charged not to (peak 
of what they liad (cen or heard.

-^ The city here is at prefent in a good deal of 
diforder^ the aldermen and tommons almoft perpetu* 
ally jarring and dttfertng* At my firft toming over 
4faey were in great confufion^ and feveral mutinies 
had been here $ and in one of them coneeriiing the 
building a bridge^ the tumult was fo gfeat^ as iSir 
Arthur Forbefe,* then ohe of the lords juftices^ was 
forced to draw out fome of the foldiers^ and caufe 
them to fird aniong them, befoie they would be 
.quietedi wherein Ibme men loft their lives; After- 
wards^ by the vile pradiees of Sir Ellis Leighton to 
get himfelf into the recorder's (rface^ and fome other 
advantages of money. Sir John Totty then Mayor, 
joining with other feditious pec^le of the commons^ 
at once turned out eight aldermen and the recorder. 
The matter being e:atraordinary^ and the manner of 
difplacing thofe men who were the wealthieft and 
moft fubftantial of the city j being very irregular and 
turbulent^ they applied themfelves to the King in 
'England, and his Majefty, at nSy firft coming over^ or- 
dered me to hear and determine it actording to juftice* 
This aftair had a full hearing at large, and the ptb^ 
needing of turning out thefe aldermen appearing not 
only contrary to all the pradtiees and cuftoms of th^a 
city, but alfo againft the rules of common juftice^ 
it was declared Void by the whole bdard^ there beings 
at leaft ao of the council prefent^ not one diflenting, 
iuid that the aldermen fliould be replaced again i as 
alfo that all aAs and proceedings relating to the . 
turning out of thefe aldermen {hould be erazed put 
of the city books. The firft part was performed, and 
the aldermen put in poiTeffion of their places again i 
|>ut as for the latter, the city has negleded to do i% 
hitherto, and the laft week there being a quarter iif- 
fombly, the matter was taken into confiderati^ : 
the mayor tnd iddecmen unaniKQoufly agreed, wd 
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(tnt it td th< commons^ the coinmoni by vote have te- 
fufed obedience to our orders. I am confidering what t« 
do in the thing : Aire I am I will not fuSer his Majefty^s 
iuthority to be flighted, but will fee ourorders obeyed^ 
and thefe proceedings, by one means or other, razed 
out of their hooka. The reports which every day 
are tranfmitted hither from England of my remove, 
is the principal bmfe of their ftubbof'nefs | and, iiv 
deed, it is a misfortune to his Majefty's affairs, that 
ftich rumoufs are fpread ; for 1 do not believe that 
Tinder the fun there are a people who are more apt 
to defptfe itid affront their governors tl»d fome here 
are, and will, if they have any imagination that 
they are to be recalled : but I know not how this 
tan be helped in foch a loofe age as this, where all 
men write and fpeak what they pleafe i however, 
doubtlefs it much weakens his Majefty's authority. 
The reafon that I have, writ all thi^ is to introduce 
'another matter, wherein I defireyou td a$k my lord 
keeper and Sir William Jones the attorney general 
their opmions t There is one Philtpot, a haberdafher, 
who hath in my lord Berkley's time, and now iince 
my comings hath been tht principal ringl^der of 
thefe Seditious people. This man, while the Isigbt 
aMermen were turned out, was himfelf and one 
Greflingham cbofen into the place of two of the 
aldermen, which election was by the judgment of the 
board made void. Some time after the council had 
given this fentence, this Phil] pot, being mafter of one 
of the corporations of the city,, and there being (bme 
cups which belonged to them to be new caft, he, 
without orders of his corporation, dirp£led a motto to 
be put upon them in thefe words, Thife Cups were 
made in the year when Phillpot and Grejpngham Weri 
Aldermen ; which cups are conftantly ufed at all the 
feails of the city. Now> perhaps, tho' the^ thing

THE city of Dublin hath never iince my 
coming, nor of a long time before, been very 
cafy or quiet ; the commons perpetually jarring and 
mutinying againft the mayor and aldermen. I will 
not repeat to you what was done before my time, 
upon projeds of Sir Ellis Loightoi^ in fupporting 
the commons againft their f«periors ; but fure I am, 
that his pra^ices in countenancing that inferior fort 
of people, have made them obftinate and wilful ever 
ftncei norneed I tell you how upoji his Majeft/s 
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letter of reference to inyfelf and council, we ad- 
judged the turning bat the eight aldermen and re- 
corder, to be (as indeed it was) both contrary to the 
cuftom of this city, and eyen to the n^les of common 
juilice ; for with thefe tranfaAions I foppofe yoil 
long ago are acquainted. There was a claufe i^ re« 
quiring the city to blot out of their books thofe ir- 
regular proceedings oftheirs relating to the eight alder- 
men and recorder ; this hath refted among them eve^ 
fince, and by reafon ^f fome unfettledhefs in the 
aflembly, and fome little differences and difputes a- 
mong themfelves^ I omitted the preffing of the exe^ 
cution of that part of the or(!ter till now, this laft 
week, it being propofed among them, the mayor 
and aldermen unanimoufly confented, but the com- 
mpns refafcd. The matter in itfelf is of no great 
moment, but I conceive it of much confcquence that 
his Majefty'^ commands (bould be obeyed ; and it 
will be a precedents very dange^pu s to the govern- 
ment here, that they ihall have an order of the lieu- 
tenant and council entered upon their books, requir- 
ing them to ra^e out fome matters in their a£ts of 
aflembly, and that thefe very things in after times (hall 
appear unrazed,*which niay give a ground in future ages 
both to this and other cities and corporations to difpute 
the rendering obedience to his Majeily's authority ; 
for which reafoii 1 am refofved to have die thing done 
one wiay or other, and if I can find any legal courfe 
that will reach fome of thefe feditious people, I will 
certainly make them imart for it. Thus much I 
thought neceflary to acquaint you with, that you 
might know How things move here, left any flying 
reports {hould bring mifrep>refentations upon our 
agings. The provoft of this college being lately dead, 
I have confulted fome of his Majefty's council to inform 
ijnyfelf in wboie dii[ppfition the gift thereof is, who 
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fire of opinion tl^at it is in mc^ for the ftatute$ of 
the college^ of which I haye fent you a copy, di- 
fe^Qing^ th^ the chancellor fii^ould give notice to the 
Iting of the vacancy, tip ^he end that the college 
fliould be provided with, a j^ew one 3 and his Ma- 
jeft^ having granted to me, by my patent, the dif- 
pofal of all places civil and ecclefiaftical, which arie 
ip. bis gift, accept fome therein particularly men* 
tioned, this not being excepted, muft of confequente 
remain in my difpofal^ and indeed I conceiye ^he 
thing is very clear ; yet, l^owever, haying enquired 
into the pra|£):i€e of former times, I do find that in 
my lord Strafford's time it was granted by his Ma^ 
jdiy-s letter, but in my lord of Ormond's time, in 
the year 1643 or ^(4, his lordfhip then lieuoenant^ 
did grant it fron\ himfelf without any letter, and 
jGnce bis Majefty's reftoration, the gentleman who 
laft had it, received it from his Majefty^s letter; but 
that letter wa$ fent wh^n tl^ere was no gpvernor, .viz;* 
in the year 1660 ; for from the end of May till

We iifTued out 
a ftiitfaer otder, requiring pofitively their obedience^ 
and in cafe they refufed, that the names of thofe 
perfons (hould be returned who prefumed to vote 
againft it, and upon reading this order, the commons 
violently broke open the doors and went out, and 
thus diflblved the aflembly. I do know that it is 
three or four meh who a£t it all, and who fpend 
their time wholly in feditious meetings^ and inciting 
the people to this difobedience ; I fear, ihould we 
/tiot take Tome coutfe with thefe ringleaders^ the ex-^ 
ample of it would be very mifchievous to the go* 
vetnment, and therefore I defire you would be pleafed 
to acquaint his Majefty with the affair, and that I 
may have a fignification of his pleafure therein.

My Lord, Dublin Caftle, Feb. lo, 16'74-i;* 

IN my laft I gave you fome account of mr. Pro- 
gers bufincfs in anfwer to your letter, but forget- 
ing then to return mr. Progers's petition, I herewith 
tranfmit it to your lordfhip. Since my coming into 
this employment, I have not met with any thing of. 
much difficulty or uneafinefs, except only the difor^ 
ders which I found this city in at my arrival, and 
indeed the fecretary of that perfon who was here be-' 
fore me, did for fome of his oyvn private ends en- 
ilame a feud, that was beginning between the alder- 
men and commons to that degree, as I could never 
with all the induftry and fair means I have ufed for 
thefe two years, bring them to any compofure. There 
was a mutiny, in the time of my lord Berkley,, about 
the building of a bridge, which came to that height^ 
as fir Arthur Forbefe was forced to draw out the 
guards, and fire among and kill fome men before he 
could make them quiet v and though I do not now 
fee any ground to apprehend a tumult or fedition like 
that ; yet the ftubbornefs of the commons at this pre-* 
fent is fuch, that unjefs^ fonie courfe be taken with 
the principal incendiaries, I fear it cannot but en4 
in mifchief. A little before my coming over, .ther^ 

were 
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were eight aldermen and the recorder moft violently 
and irregularly thruft out of their places; and his 
Majefty was pleafed by a letter to refer to me and 
the council the hearing and determination of that 
matter j we fpent feveral days upon it, and having 
heard council at large on both fides, we declared the 
proceedings, in turning out thofe aldermen and the 
recorder, to be (as indeed they were) both contrary 
to the cuftoms of the city, and the rules of com- 
mon juftice, and thereupon ordered the aldermei^ 
end recorder to be replaced ; and to the end that no 
memory might remain of fuch undue and illegal pro- 
ceedings, we alfo ordered, that all entries relatih^ to 
the expuUion of thefe men, ihould be razed ' and 
blotted out of their books, as the copy of the order 
herewith inclofed, will more fully inform your lord- 
fhip ; the aldermen took their plkces again, but in 
tegard of fome unfettlcdnefs in their aiTembly^ and 
ibme irregularities and inconftancy in their ipeetings ; 
ttiis latter part of our order, concerning the rafure, 
■wa* fuffered to reft till of late, but being fome weeks 
fince informed by the mayor, that our order was 
not eompleatly executed, we fent a fecond order oY 
council requiring their obedience, whereupon at an 
allembly called for that purpofe, the mayor and al- 
dermen unanimouily agreed to comply, but the com-^ 
mons denied it« which being fignified to us by the 
mayor, an^ iheriffs, w^ fent a^Aher order to them 
enrefly commanding their conformity, with direftion 
to Tettirn the names of thofe who ihould vote againft 
it ; upon this an a0embly being called, and the or* 
der read, moft of the commons immediately forced 
(open the doors, and in a tumultuary manner broke 
up the aflembly ; as for thefe entries upon the books, 
we can fend for the books themfelves to the council, 
isuii caufe thofe parts direded in our order, to be 

P 3 expunged, 
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expunged there : it feems to me a thing infttfierablci, 
to permit men to go away with a€tt of difobedience* 
vnpunilbed, and therefore unkfs fome feverity be ufed 
upon thofe three or four perfons who incite the reft 
to fedition, pis Majefty's authority will, I fear'^ be 
much weakened, and this I (ball be entreamly aihamed 
to fee in my time. Befides in this cafe, 'tis confider^ 
able that Dublin being the capital city^ othet corpo^ 
rations will take example by them, and the pattern 
may run throughout the whole kingdom. But there 
being leifure to confult bis Majefty's pleafure hereia» 
I give your lordihip the trouble of this large letters 
and defire you would be pleafed to acquaint him 
with the fubftance thereof, and that I may have cr^ 
der, whether I fhall only fee the& proceedings r«ise4 
out of the books and do nothing further, or whether 
it inay not be fit, thzt I likewife xn&iSt fome puiufli** 
ment upon thefe incendiariesi who ftir u{^ the peof4^ 
to fedition.

I Have received two of yours of the 30th oiF Ja- 
nuary, and the id of Fbbruaiy, as alfo tivo of 
the fame dates from mr. Harbord. • The city here arr 
in very ill temper, the commons perpetually jarring 
wkYi the sddermen, and now difputing the authority 
iof the lieutenant and ccunci}. I have given mr. few 
cretaiy Coventry an account of the thing, and I de- 
ftt jrott will mind htm of it, that I may have a 
fpcedj dtfpatch of his Mi^efty*8 orders to dired me 
'what I am to do therein. It may be a little won- 
deied at by ftanders by^ why I ihould, upon fuch 
AR oceafion as this, fend for orders out of England, 
and not myfelf witb the council proceed with chat 
vigour as is fit in fuch like tales ; but I muft tell 
you truly^ that the experience I have had of the un- 
Aeadinefs of councils at Whitehall, and their per« 
petusd contradiAing even themielves in their own 
orders, msdces me walk warily. I know very well, 
that fir £lUs Leighton by his letters, and colonel 
Talbot by his emiflaries do incite the people to this 
ftubborne6 ; befides I cannot but take notice that 
this is the only point upon wtHch they can hope to 
ground a propofal to the King for my remove, viz.

bringing in fuch a quantity of copper, and to give 
fuch an impreflton or flamp as his excellency and this 
honourable board (hall think fit. 

But whereas the copper blocks when brought from 
Sweden, will coft within three pence halfpenny the 
"pound weight of what they pafs for when coined, 
which is but little more than will pay the coinage 
and charges thereof ; which his Majefty taking into 
confideration, ordered the fum of 150001. to pay 
for copper blocks to carry on the faid work ia 
England, and thefe undertakers not infifting upon 
any advance-money, do, in lieu thereof, crave an 
allowance of four hundred pounds per annum falary 
for three years, towards the charge and intereft of 
their di(burfements ; and that the copper to be im- 
ported for this his Majefty's fervice^ may. be freed 
from the duties and.cuftoms of excife, as the fame is 
alfo allowed in England.

one of this (brt ; and therefore your lordOrip mi^ 
cafily judge at what price I (hall rate this your lott^

YOURS of the 13th inftant I have rfeceivcd, 
• which gives me an account^ much to my fa- 
tlsfadion> of my lord treafurer's friendlinefs Co me 
in the occafion of dean Ward. I defire you would 
return his lordfhip my hearty thanks : I am fure he 
hath not only done a favour to me, but a good to 
the whole kingdom in it. I have perufed the two 
letters concerning the committee of council for the 
revenue ; the defign intended by this committee is, 
that in regard the privy council is grown fo nume-^ 
rous, the buflnefs of the revenue may be reduced * 
into fewer hands. The new draft of the letter, (and 
indeed the old one is little other) impowers them 
only in two points, viz. as commiflioners of ac* 
counts, and as perfons who are to adjuft the claims 
of the farmers for defalcations and abatements : which 
h well enough, provided the letter be followed with 
Inftruflions dire<5ling' them to proceed in all matters 
relating to the revenue ; and upon this fcore it is not 
only proper, but neceiTary, that your lordfhip be 
named one of this number, which, if they were 
barely commiflioners of accounts, it would not feem 
fo confiftent : therefore if that claufe of the firft 
draft be added, excluding every of the commiflioners 
therein to be named, from any power of voting, or 
otherwife acting thereupon, in any cafe where any 
of ihem ihould be particularly concerned, I conceive 
the fecond draft may do very well. I do much ap- 
prehend the ill efFeSs that the fending over money 
from hei^ce by the farmers to ferve their own occa- 
fions, may produce ; though I am very confident^

I HAVE twq of yours both of the ^oth February^ 
one of ^em relating to my lord of Burlington^a 
cpncerns here^ which I ihall take care pf. The 
other mentions Sir George Hamilton's recruits : this 
IhalL be carried Oi| in the way his Ma}efty dire£b« 

As for the farmers accounts, now .depen4ing in 
the exchequer, I will immediately order them to be 
diipatched. Your lord&ip welt knows how dextrous 
the commiffioners of Cork-houfe are in delay of bu*» 
finefs ; but they ihall be preiTed as earneftly as may 
be to m^ke them up, The accounts of the feveral 
branches of the revenue, given in upon oath, are, as 
your lordihip tells me, much excepted againft in 
England^ and therefore that it is deflred I &ouId 
examine their bodes, I have already fpent fome 
time in this work, and ms^le ufe of fir John Champante 
to ailift n>e^ The feveral branches are, the cuftoms, 
and imported exct£e, the inland excife, the hearth 
money, the wine-licence, and the quit-rents. As 
for the quit-rents, ! think they need not fo ftri^ 
an examination, in regard we do pretty near the mat* 
ter know what they are. For the wine^liccnces, th« 
value is bttt fmal^ and the hearth*money being Tub* 
farmed by them, I conceive they couU not venture 
to luring it i^ otberwire than really, it is. But the 

£ 4 greateft 
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gfeateft fallacy, in my apprehenfion, may be in the 
cuftoihs and imported excife, as- alfo in the inland 
excife, which two branches I intend to look more 
narrowly into ; yet, not altogether ncgleaing the 
others, two compleat fets of their books of receipts 
of. the' cuftoms and imported excife, for the two iirft 
years of the farm, viz. from 1669 to 1 671, have 
already been brought to me ; and I do believe, that 
the books they produce were really the original books^ . 
but cailnot find any difference in them, from the ac- 
counts they have given in, which makes loe fuppofS, 
that the others to be yet infpeded, will prove the* famer 
fo as r.fear I fhall have little light this way to difcover 
any crrpr committed. Wherefore confidering with 
myfelf what cheque there is updn their accounts, I 
did look upon the comptroller general's office as pur«<- 
pofely ere&ed for tbefe ends, and have fent him to 
give n^e an eitra6b of the accounts he receives from* 
the King'^ officers of each port of the cuftoms and 
imported excife, for all the feveral years fince the be-' 
ginning qf the farm. This he has promifed me to 
be compleated within fourteen days ; and then, I' 
have told him, to go on with the like for the other 
branches of the revenue. If your lordfliip can pro- 
pofe,any better wray than this, I fhould be glad to 
know it i for I am pretty coniident that by their own 
books we fhall be little the wifer ; tho' it will take a 
vafl time to ii:\fpe£l them narrowly. • 

The lafl packet brought me from Mr. fecretary 
Coventry a full fignificatioi)^ of his Majef^^s pleafure 
concerning the difordei:s of this city. I have tranf-i 
ihitted a letter, prepared for bis Majefty's Iignature, 
in behalf of Mr. SoUicitor, and have put it into the 
hands of Mr. fecretary Coventry. The letter, as it 
is drawn, is only a renewal of a forn^er in niy lord of 
Ormoiid's tinciey fox the grant of three hundred 
V . . ^ pounds 
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pounds per annum, whereof he hath had no bene* '' 
fit. Your lordfiiip; as ^ well as any man> knows 
how ufeful a fervaht hie isto his Majefty, and therc' 
fbre I doubt not of your affiftance, when it (hall 
.come referred to my lord treafurer, to acquaint his 
krdfhi^ with the merits of this man. - Mr; attorney 
hath', a^I'am told, received of his Majefty's gi'ace 
8o61. a year' ; whereas this gentleman hath only 
ibme fnips of land, not worth above 50 or 60 1, per 
srnnum; I have propofed an addition of 200!. to the 
300 1, intended faim* in my lord duke of Ormond's 
time ; and If the letter come in form, it may be r of 
advantagie to hidn, where his Majefty ihall give a li- 
h^fty for the diftributien of lands. 

My lord Dillon is ^oin'g this night for England, to 
endeavour the fecuring the eftate to himfelf which^ 
kis ptedeceflbrs injuftfy enjoyed. I give you this 
Kint, becaufe' y0u know where I wifh it may go, if 
his Majefty keep it in his difpofal, it being one oF 
the beft things in Ireland.

MY lord chief juftice^ with the affiftatnoe of 
the King's council, hath taken feveral exa« 
minations concerning the diforderljr proceedings in 
this city, and fome of thofe perfons who were moft 
fadious, will, I believe, in fome meaftire be reached 
by them. The feafon of the aflizes in the country 
being now, and no legal profecution of thefe men 
being proper till the term, my lord chief juflict goe$ 
his circuity and at his return he will prepare to pu*^ 
nifli fome of thefe incendiaries : but in my own 
thoughts, I am of opinion, and have been long fo^ 
that nothing will reduce this city to a due compo-> 
(iire^ unlefs it be the avoiding their charter by a 
^0 Warranto^ and granting them a new one ; for the 
body of the commons are fo nuiherous, there being 
ninetyrfix of them, befides fherifFs peers, which ufu- 
ally are between twenty and thirty, moft of the com- 
mons being extream poor men, are continually muti- 
lious and fadious ; whereas, if they had a new char- 
ter, and the number reduced to be fewer, and thofe 
named out of the moft fubftantial chief trading men 
of the city, who(e intereft it is to be quiet, I am 
confident it would be the only way to bring then! 
into order and peace. This I hint to you by way of 
difcourfe, which I would not have formally propofed 
to his Majefty till I have better confidered of it, tho' 
I am apt to think in the end it muft be done. Since 
the levying of the lapfe-money is refolved, here are 
two pretenfions ftarted up for part of it, and have 
been offered to me : the one is of fir John Davis, 
t)ie prdent cleric of the council, as left him by his 

father 
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father^ fir Paul Davis^ a peifon who doubtlefs de« 
ferved very well of the crown, and was at a confide- 
rable charge, laying out money of his own, during 
the war, for the publick fervice ; and on that fcore 
was ordered repayment upon the lapfed money, &c, 
as will appear by a letter in my lord of Ormond's 
time, a copy whereof is here inclofed j and having 
received no benefit thereby, he defires the renewal 
thereof, if his Majefty thinks fit. 

The other is claimed by major Bolton i the ground 
whereof is, that he was employed both here in Ire- 
land and in London, in difcovering and abftraAing 
the forfeited lapfe-money, &c. and had a letter of 
his Majefty 's for 500 K thereof, wherein I obferve.

This packet brought us in the fad news of the lofs 
of his Majefty's yatch in its voyage to Chefter, being 
Jplit upon a little rock called the Skerries : it was 
very full of paiTengers, and many men of quality ; 
my lord of Meath is faid to be loft, and his fon, my 
lord Brabafon, fuppofed to be fo too. My lord of 
Ardglafs, with feveral others, faved themfelve&upon 
the rock, where they were a day and a night before 
any vefrel arrived to relieve them. This firft ac^count 
is but imperfeS, fo as we are not certain hqw' Inany 
may be faved. The captain of this veflej feetped Uy 
be as careful a man as I have ever known : we hp^f 
that himfelf and moil of his feamen are drowned. 

About ten days fmce the earl of Donegal died 
here : I have given his troop to fir Arthur Chjchiefter, 
who was lieutenant thereof and is now earl of Done- 
gal, Having nothing further to acquaint you with, 
I remain.

Taylor is pre- 
paring, togethei with fuch others as may be brought 
into charge upon the fettling of Conaiight, will more 
(han make yp the abatements : and beftdes, the rer 
yenue will likewife by thefe means be rendered cerr 
tain for the future. A very few days will compleat 
the enquiry I am to make, and by tnn Harbord, who 
goes the next week, I hope to fend mpre particulars 
pf this.bufinefs. 

The biftiop of Killaloe being lately dead, I have 
recommended mr. dean Roan, a very grave man, and 
one who ha^i the repute from all here to be very de- 
ferving, tp fucceed 'm that place.

MR. Harbord going over, I have entrufted him 
with feveral things relating to this country^ 
to be communicated to your lordihip, and among 
other matters, there are two which feem a little extraor« 
dinary, and that your lord(hip may be more clearly 
informed of* them. I have ftated the feveral cafes, and 
iubfcribed thefe with my name : the one is a concern of 
my lord Maflereen's for the payment of 1000 L to 
fir Samuel Moreland, which money I am fully fatis- 
lied he did really difburfe upon his Majeffy^s letter, 
and tho' it be hard that the King muft pay it over 
again out of his own money, only becaufe the per- 
fons intrufted with the revenue here, did Hot timely 
ftate their accounts and pafs them : yet iince this lord 
is really out of fo much money by his Majefty's com* 
mands^ I do not think his Majefty's favour intend- 
ed to bim, mifapplied^ The other concerns mn 
Corker, wherein there feems to be a very foul prac- 
tice to defraud bis Majefty, and this with the con- 
currence of a perfon of confiderable quality ; the thing 
is known to many people in this country by com* 
mon fame, but that would not fadsfy me, and there- 
fore I took feveral examinations upon oath, copies 
whereof are herewith tranfmitted to your lordfhip. 
There are many other letters for grants and other 
matters, within the compafs of my private inftruc- 
tions, which mr. Harbord will prefent your lordfhip 
with, and I {hall* attend your lordfliip's fenfe upon 
them before I proceed further, 1 did lately fend over 
to mr. fecretary Coventry a cot>y of a proclamation 
prepared here, for the raifing the value of fome forts 
of Portugal money.

A fiate of the cafe conder^ng the Aim of 1600 1. 
by his Majefty'^ letters of the 17th July 1674^ 
ordered to be allowed the earl of Orrery and lord 
MafTer^n, as paid hy them by virtue of formet 
letters from his Majefty to fir Samuel Moreland. 

BY the Declaration and ad of Settlement^ the 
foldk^s were to pay to the King half a years 
value, and the adventurers a years value of their lanld^^ 
towards the relief and reparatioifid Of the lofles of 
fuch as the King fhould judge to have aded and 
fuffered for him. 

The earl of Orrery, and the late lord Maflereen 
^ere made receivers of this mone]^, who were to pay 
what they (hould receive to the vice treafurer by 
whom the fame was to be ifTued out to fuch per- 
sons as the Kmg ihould dired. The King granted 
feveral letters for payment of divers great fums of 
money out of this fund, which did very far exceed 
the money that came in thereupon^ and among others^ 
by his letters dated the 23d of Mai^ch 1664, dire6lb- 
6d 1000 K to be paid out thereof to fir Samuel 
Moreland, By the a£t of explanation pafled about 
October 1665, this yeah value and half years valuer 
is difcharged, and a year's rent ap|>ointed to be paid 
by all adventurers, foldiers and others^ which if it 
fhould fall (hort of 30O: 06 K it was co be made up 
io mitcb by i tax upod (he Whole kingdom^ of which

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3000QoI. the fujn pafled upon the former fund of 
the years value and half years value were to be 
pai-t. 

The laft joooool. of this 300000!. is by the 
ad ordered to' be ifliied to fuch perfpn^ as his Ma« 
jefly had appointed the faoie^ as a reward of their 
fervices «nd iuflerings ; ynd in the iirft place, 
towards the payment of the funj^of money appoint- 
ed to be paid to the duke pf Ormmd^ or fo much 
thereof z,i was in ^rear. 

What was paid upon any letters ^of the King out 
of the ^rft fund of the year's value and half yearns 
value before the paffing (^ the explanatory a^ was 
regular, but after the explanatcM-y s£t paiTed, no mo- 
ney could be regularly paid upon the King's letters 
out of that fund, b^aufe what rem^ed then due 
upcm Aich letters from the King, was to be paid out 
of the laft loooool. whereof about 52000 1, having 
been received, and iiTued out upon the jirft a£^, there 
remained 48060 L more thereof to be received, out 
of whi/ch the duke of Ormond was to be firft l^iid 
what was due to him, being above 48000 1. which 
he hath fince afligned to the |Cing, and is more than 
all that will tome in of that laft looooo 1. will fatis- 
fy, fo that there was no room left f<^ any of tHofe 
letters from t^ King, to come in fojr any (hare of 
that money, after the palling of the explanatory ad. 
The lord MaiTereen produceth acquittances for the 
faid fum of 1000 1. by his Majefty's faid letters of 
the 23d of March 116649 ordered to be paid to fir. 
Samuel Moreland, which (um hath neyer yet been 
pafled upon any account to his Majefty ; and the 
earl of Orrery anid the lord Mafiereen do ftill re- 
main chargeable to his Majefty for the fame. 
Whereupon his Majefty by his letters dated 
the 17th of July 1674 hath ordered me to examine 

' H 3 . whether 
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whether the faid fum was really and a£l:ually paid to 
fir Sanniel Moreland as was aljedged, and - in cafo 
the fame (hould appear by acquittances to be pro-> 
duced, then to give orders for allowance thereof, and 
in ^afe fuch allowance fliall entitle the commifiion- 
crs of the treafury to a defalcation, then to. allow the 
fame to them upon their accounts, hereupon I have 
examined the matter, and am fatisiied that the late 
lord Maffereen really paid the loool. mentioned in 
the King's letter to fir Samuel Moreland, but when 
it was paid doth not plainly appear ; and tho' fome 
acquittances were produced for fevcral fums part of 
the faid looo 1. dated in 1665 a little before the 
paffing the explanatory aft, yet the acquittance for 
this 1000 1. that is entered in the auditor general'^ 
office, bears date the 20th of February 1666, and 
the fame was never yet pailed in any account, and 
I do not fee how the fame can now be regularly 
placed upon account of that laft loooool. which by 
the explanatory aft .was otherwife difpofed of, fo that 
the lord Maffereen having paid this money without

SI R Richard Bellingham having by his petition 
informed the King, that his father fir Daniel 
Bellingham being deputy to the earl of Orrery and 
lord Maflereen, who are receivers of the year's var 
lue and half year's value, by the declaration made 
payable to the King by adventurers and foldiers ; and 
being alfo at the fame time deputy to the earl of 
AAglefcy, (who was the vice treafurer of Ireland) 
he the (aid fir Daniel Belliaghanti as deputy to the 
carl of Apglefey, had omitted to charge himfelf 
with fevcra^ fums of money amounting to 4208 U 
15 s. 3d, which he has, as deputy to the carl of 
Orrery and lord Maflereen, paid into the treafury,^ 
for want whereof the carl of Orrery and lord Maiv. 
fereen cannot be difcharged of thofe fums upon their 
accounts, altho' fir Daniel Bellingham had paid the 
fame by his Majefty's and the lord lieutenant's orders^ 
in manner following ;

That his Majefty by h{s letters patent under the 
great feal of England, bearing date the ift of OSo- 
ber i662» did appoint the earl of Orrery, and the 
late lord vifcount Maflereen to be receivers of the 
year's value and half year's value, that by the Decla- 
ration was payable by adventurers and foldiers to 
nis Majefty, who were to pay over ajl fuch monies 
^s they ihould receive, to his Majefty's vice trea- 
surer of this kingdom, and were to have for their 
j^ins 6 d. per pound ont of all mopies that they or 

their 
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^leir agents Ibould receive and pay over to tbe vicfs 
treafurer. 

The eari of Orrery and lord Maflereen Appointed 
Sir Daniel Bellingham to be their deputy ifi the fa}4 
office, who was alfo at the fame ttmie deputy to the 
earl of Anglefey in the vice treafurer's office. By 
the explanatory aA pafled there about Odober 1665^ 
this fund of the year's value was wholly difcharged, 
and a year's lent made payable by i|d venturers and 
foldiers, which ^'iras to amount to 300000 L or to be 
made up fo much by a general taic upon the whole 
|cingdom, whereof the monies received by the earl 
of Orfery and the lord MaiTereen out of the year's 
value and half year's value, payable by the declara*^ 
tion» was tp be reckoned to be part, and other receiver^ 
yrere by the explanatory a^ appointed to the care of 
what (hpuld be railed thereupon, and the ufes are 
particularly mentioned in the faid ad whereunto the 
faid money was to be applied, fo that after the 
paffing of the explanatory ad, no monies received 
Upon the faid former year's value and half year's va*- 
lue, could be regularly paid to the fofmer u&s, 
whereunto the ^rft year's value and half year's va- 
lue were apppipted, but only in fuch manner as 
by the explanatory z6t is dire^d* The earl of Or- 
rery and lord MaiTereen do now ftand charged to 
the King, with the above mentioned fum of 4208 1. 
15s. 3d. or thereabouts, as received by them out 
of the faid year's value and half year's value, whilft 
^hev continued receivers fhereof, over and above 
what they paid into the treafury, from which charge 
iir Daniel Bellingham bein^ their deputy, was bound 
by recognizance to fave them harmlefs, which he 
endeavoured to do by getting thofe fums above 
mentioned which he pretend^ (0 bave been paid by 

himi 
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allowed in difcharge of the faid debt due to the King; 
but I do not find that any of the Aims mentioned in 
his Majedy's fatd letter have been yet pafled in any ac- 
count to his Majefty. 

And as to the faid fum of i22ol« 15 s. 3d» pre- 
tended to have been paid by the faid fir Daniel Bel* 
lingham to the earl of Orrery and lord Mafl[ereen 
for their fees, I find that the fees due for all the mo^ 
ney received upon that fund of the year's value and 
half year's value, whilft they continued receivers 
thereof, did amount to about that fum of i22ol« 
15s. 3d, and the duke of Ormond, then lord lieu- 
tenant of this kingdom, by his warrant dated the 
20th of March 1662, did order the vice-treafurer to 
allow and pay to the earl of Orrery and lord MaflTe- 
reen their fees of 6d. per pound, out of all monies 
that (hould be paid mto the treafury by them ; upon 
which warrant the lord Maflereen that now is, gave 
an acquittance, without date, endorfed on the faid 
warrant, acknowledging to have received thereupon 
the faid fum of i22ol. 15 s. 3d. for the earl of Or- 
rery and himfelf, in right of the late lord Maflereen, 
as by the faid warrant and acquittance produced be- 
fore me doth appear. And as to the fum of 216 1. , 
pretended to have been paid to the countefs of Port* 
land, I find that his Majefly, by his letters bearing 
^date the 5th of February 1663, did grant to the faid 
countefs the fum of 4740 1. to be paid out of the 
iakl year's value and half year's value, and did diredi; 
the earl of Anglefey, then vice-treafurer, to mak# 
payment thereof ; and it appears by certificate figiied 
by fir Robert Viner, now lord mayor of London, and 
attefted by a publick notary, and bearing date the 
) 6th of March 1673, that he paid to the faid coun- 
tefs, upon the account of fir Daniel Bellingfaam, in 

the 
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the year 1663, the fum of 216 1. and likewife by af- 
fidavit of mr. Edward Corker, that the faid fum was 
fJlowed upon account by fir Daniel Bellingham to fir 
Robert Vyner, as paid in the year 1663. Both thefc 
fums above mentioned, feem to have been paid before 
the pafling of the explanatory aft, and fo were regu- 
larly paid, and ought to have been allowed to fir 
Daniel Bellinghani, in cafe the f^id warrants and acr 
quittances had been in due time produced by him, 
upon pafEng his accounts, which by his carelefsnefs 
(as is pretended) was then omitted ; and it may, as 
I conceive, be reafonable now to allow the faid fums 
unto him, in cafe his Majefty (hall not think fit to 
take advantage of that omiffion. And in fuch cafe 
the lord Ranelagh, &c. ought to have a defalcation 
for the fame, in regard the faid fums were really due 
to his Majefty, at the time of their making their con- 
traft with his Majefty ; .and the faid fir Daniel Bel- 
lingham cannot any otherwife than by his Majefty's 
favour be difcharged thereof. And as to the fum of 
22I . pretended to have been paid to my lord Shan- 
non, 1 find that his ^Majeftyj by his letters bearing 
date the loth of January 1662, did grant to the faid 
lord Shannon the fum of 1000 1, to be paid out of 
the faid year's value and half year's value ; and it 
appears by his lordfhip's acquittance, bearing date the 
nth of December 1667, and by his letter to the 
commiilioners of accounts, that the faid fir Daniel 
Bellingham did pay unto him the faid fum of 22 1. in 
part of the faid warrant for 190c 1. And altho' I am 
apt to believe the faid 22 1, was really paid, yet the 
faid money being paid after the pafling of the expla- 
natory aft, when the fund out of which the fame was 
appointed to be piaid, was difcharged, the faid fir Da- 
niel Bellingham had no \i^rrant then for payment

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ihereof ; neither ought tlie faid Aim to have been 
allowed to the f^id fir Daniel Bellingham upon an/ 
of his accounts, in cafe the fame apon paffing thereof 
had been produced^ 

And as to the fum of 9750!. preteiided to l^ave 
l>een paid to the earl of Rofcommon, I find that his 
Majefty, by his }etter$ bearing date the 6th of June 
i66?, did grant to the faid earl of Rofcommon 
the fum of 5000!. t9 be paid to him out of the year's 
value and half year's value, whereof the faid earl 
received the fum of 1250]. which was pafTed upon 
the earl of Anglefey's accounts -, and afterwards his 
Majefty, by his other letters, bearing date the 17th 
of March 1663, did order the remaining fum of 
3750 1. to be paid to the faid earl out of the year's 
value and half year*s value, on the margin (^ which 
letter there is a receipt under the faid earl's hand, 
without any date^ acknowledging the receipt of 27501. 
upon Recount df that letter : but I being doubtful 
whether the faid fum was res^ly paid, I examined fe- 
veral witnefles vpop oath concerning the payment 
thereof^ and among others, one William Howes, 
agent to the faul earl of Rofcommon's troop, who de* 
clared^ that about the year 1670 or 167 1, he did treat 
with the faid fir Daniel Bellingham deceafed, con- 
cerning the balance of an account which was then 
depending between the earl of Rofcommon and fir 
Daniel Bellingham, whereupon he believed the faid 
earl was then indebted to the faid fir Qaniel Bel* 
lingham in the fum of four hundred or five hundred 
pounds ; and that the faid fir Daniel Bellingham did 
then propofe and ojFer to the faid William Howes, 
(fuppofing htm to be i^rufted witb the management 
of the earl's concerns) to pay unto the faid earl of 
jRofconunon the fum of five hundred poupds in mo- 

ney, 
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iiey, and to difcharge the faid former account, ia 
fall fatisfa£tkxi and payment of what wa^ owing to 
the faid carl by virtue of his Majcfty^s faid letter for 
3750I. And that m 1672 the faid fir Daniel Belling- 
ham did fiirtber propofe and offer unto the faid Wil- 
liam Howe^, about the time of the faid earPs going 
into France, to give and ]>tay to him for the ufe df 
the faid eart, the fumi of 500 1. and Ifkewife to clear 
alid difcharge the fatd earl of all former accounts, fo 
as the faid earl would adign over to him ^he benefit 
6f his M^efty's grant ; with which offer the fatd 
William Howes acquainted the faid earl, who then 
I'efufed to atcept thereof : and that be believer that 
fincc that time the faid earl hath made fome contrafit! 
tf bargain for the fame with fir Richard Bellingfaam^ 
foil and beif of the faid fir Daniel Bellingham ; and 
believes atfo it was in and for the confideration of 
the fum of 560 1; in regard the faid earl told him,* 
the faid William Howes^ that the faid fir Richard 
Bellingham was indebted to him the fum of 500L 
and that as foon as he tiiould receive the fame, the 
faid William Howes (hould have lool. in part fatif- 
hSticdt of what was owing to him for his falary, and 
that the other 400 1. wais defigned to be paid to mr^ 
Thomas Hackett of Dublin^ merchant, to difcharge 
fli mortgage upon the faid earl's eflate^ owing to ond 
lieutenant Wade, 

And the laid Thomas Hackett being alfo examined 
upon oath, declared, that the eatl of Rofcommon 
beitig in Dublin about a year fince, and difcourfing 
with him the faid Thomas Hackett concerning a 
mortgage one lieutenant Wait had upon part of the 
faid earPs efltite, told him, the faid Thomas Hackett, 
that he had given order and direflion for the clearing 
•f it by mr, Edward Corken And the faid Edward 

Corker^. 
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Corker, who is brother in law and agent to the faid 
fir Richard BelUngham, being alfo examined upon 
oath, declared, that he hath heard that the faid earl 
of Rofcommon did expeA to have received 400 L of 
fir Richard Bellingham, and that the fame was to 
have been paid to mr. Thomas Hackett ; but that he 
the faid Edward Corker never made any fuch con-^ 
tra£t or bargain with the faid earl, neither was the 
iaid 400 1, overpaid, but that the original letter for 
payment of 37Sol. to the faid earl, was found among 
fir Daniel^s Bellingham's papers at the time of his 
death* 

And one mr. Jeremy Hall being alfo examined 
upon oiath, declared, that about a year and half or 
two years fince, difcourfing with William Howes 
about the faid 37501* payment to the faid earl of 
Rofcommon, he told the faid William Howes, that 
he heard the faid William Howes, or. the faid earl^ 
had made an agreement about the faid warrant ; to 
which the faid William Howes anfwered, yes ; and 
that he thought It was a good agreement, for that 
500 1, was better than nothing. And he alfo, about 
five or fix months fince, aiking mr. Thomas Hackett 
whether the four hundred pounds, owing by the faid 
earl to lieutenant Wade, was paid ? he anfwered. 
No J but that mr. Corker was to pay my lord Rof- 
common 500 1. out of which lieutenant Wade was 
to have 4001. and mr. Howes was to have the other 
lool. 

And Thomas Taylor, comptroller of the treafury 
under the lord Ranelagh, &c. being alfo examined 
concerning the faid matter, declared, that in the year 
1669 he was deputy-receiver to fir George Cotterell, 
then vice-treafurer of Ireland, and that he remem- 
bers to have fecn a copy of a letter from his Majefty 

for 
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for tbe payment of a certain. Aim of money to the 
earl of Rofcommon, to be paid out of the half 
year's value j and that the payment thereof being 
propofed unto him the faid Thomas Taylor, he re- 
fufed to make good the fame, without a particular 
direction for that purpofe from the faid fir George 
Cotterell, there being no fund for the; fame. 

Upon all which, I am not fatisfied that the faid 
^2750 !• was ever really paid to the : faid earl of Rof- 
common ; and that if the fame had been paid, yet it 
was paid many years after paifing the explanatory a£i, 
when the fund out of which it was appointed to be 
paid was difcharged : and the faid fir Daniel Belling- 
ham had no legal warrant for the payment thereof to 
the faid earl, nor can reafonably be thought to have 
ventured tbe payment of fo great a fum, without any 
warrant or authority to juftify the payment thereof.

I Have confifiered of the two pcopofals of your 
letter, as to the firft of them, which Is laying 
afide the cafual revenue fpr concordatums, I do fully 
approve therepf, and it may in many refpe£ts be conr 
yenient. As to the other concerning penfions, I like- 
wife agree with you in the method that they be in a liil 
diftin£t from the other eftabliihment, that if any failure 
pf the revenue (hould happen, the retrenchments may 
fall upon them, but methinks fome refped ought tq 
be had to the nature of the feveral penfions, if any gf 
^em are paid upon valuable confiderations, as th^t 
•f the countefs of Tyrconnel^ and that {to t^e Ute 

earl 
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earl of Donegal, which were upon the account of 
purchafe and not payments of mere grace and favour : 
befidescthe fum feeips very large you have propofed 
by way of limitation, viz. not to exceed ten thou- 
fand pounds per annum. I obferve in the firft eftab- 
li(hmept after his Majefty's reftoration the penfions 
yrere but 33^^91. |os« per annum, in that of the 
year j666 they are 331 3 1. 7 s. 6d. and in that of 
1669 3214 1. 7 s. 7d. and np more, tho^ a penfion 
be ^herein ipcluded of i20Qh per annum to my Ior4 
Jphn Berkley, which I believe was never paid, an4 
why they ihould now be (welled to this height of 
ten thoufand pounds per annum, I do not well uq« 
derftand, efpecially when there is fo, great a need of 
money for fupplying the ftores of the kingdom, and 
} do alfo fear his Majefty will hardly be out of debt 
at the expiration of your Iqrdfhips undertaking, be-^ 
fides 'tis to be apprehended that when a parliament

Sent by %h^ lord Conway, a copy of the propo-* 
fals made by the earl of StrafFord, duke of Ormond 
and earl of EiTex, at their coming into Ireland^ be-^ 
sng the fame verbatim. 
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As alfo tfaefe tw6 following pttptrs concernitig thd 
Nominees, and concerning tlit diarters tof^corp^ 
rations. 

By the Declaration, there wert thirty eight pcrfom 
in a particular manner prbvided for, to be reftored 
in their whole elates, after reprifals firft (et out t<^ 
adventurers and foldiers who were in pofieffion there<- 
of, moft of thofe perfdns either by being adjudged 
innocent, or by particular provifbes contained in the 
A€t pf Settlement on riieh^ behalf, hare been reftored 
to their tftates, and are in poBeilton of them. 

By the A£b ^f Explanation, all the reft of thol^f 
thirty eight perftms who had ixot upon the fitft aft 
been reftored to their eftates, together with as many 
more as make up in all fifty four perfens {who ait 
commonly called Nominees) are provided for to be 
reftored by the commiffioners for executing the faid 
^ to their .ftvend principal houfes, and two thou^ 
fand acres of land thereunto adjoyning, if they ot 
Iheir anceftors had fO much as two thoufand acres 
dn the aad of October 164U And the advcnturert 
and fpldiers who were to be removed to make vtty 
for their reftitution were to be "firft iaticfied by fome 
other forfeited lands to be fet out te them by com^ 
fnii&oners for execution of the faid a£l, equal in va- 
lue, worth and purchafe to the houfes and lands from 
which they fliould hp removed, and the perfons then 
in pdTeBion were to detain the profits of the laid 
lands, until the faid commiflioners fliouId have fet 
<)ut reprifah to them, and aH perfons iwfho after re* 
prifals fet out to them by the commilioners, fliould 
xefufe to accept of fueh reprifals, were to be ac- 
fpuptable fof the profits of the lands tp the peifpns 

whQ 
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^o ought to be feftored thereunto, from the time 
pf fetting out fuch reprifals. 

Many of thefe Nominees are in poflefBon of all the 
lands whereunto they were to have been reftored by 
the faid a^ others of them are only in poiTeiSon, 
of part of their faid lands ; fome of them hold lands 
in Con^ught fet out unto them upon their tranf- 
plantation in the ufurper's time, and fome of them 
are reftored to little or no part of their former 
eftatesy the commiflioners for executing the faid aft 
having not fet out any reprifals to the perfons in 
pofleflion of the lands whereunto they were to have 
been reftored by reafon of the claufe, (page 11) of 
> Che explanatory aA, that they were required to take 
>care that the eftates and interefts of his Majefty's 
proteftant fubjefis ihould be fettled with all con- 
venient fpeed, and that fuch parts of the faid a£t as 
had a tendency thereunto fhould be put in execu- 
tion in the firft place, and before any parts of the 
faid aft which relates to other ijiatters. 

Such of the fifty four perfons, who by the Decla-* 
ration were to have been reftored to their whole 
eftates, can only pretend now to be reftored to their 
principal houfes, and two thoufand acres adjoining 
thereunto, by reafon of a claufe (page 8) of the ex- 
planatory aft, that all fuch perfons who had not 
then been adjuged innocent, are barred and excluded 
from all and flngular claims and demands not par- 
ticularly allowed and provided for by the faid ex- 
planatory aft 3 and alfo by another claufe (page 51) 
all claufes in the aft of Settlement, which do not 
confift with the cfFeftual execution of the Explana- 
tory aft, are thereby repealed. 

Concerning the fatisfaftion of fuch of the Nomi- 
nees who are yet deficient of the provifion made for 

K them^ 
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them, tbefe matters may feem to be moft confi^f-^ 
able. 

I. Whether, fuch of the Nominees who are now 
out of poiTeffion of the lands whereu^to they were 
by the faid ad to have been reftored, can now be 
legally reftored ? In regard thofe perfons in pofTeflion 
thereof were by the aft to have been reprifcd by 
the commiflioners for executing the faid ad, and 
have pailed certificates and patents of thofe lands, 
with faving of the Nominees rights after they fbould 
be reprifed by the commiflioners for executing the 
faid z&y which being all particularly named in the 
faid aS;, (p^ge io8) and three years being the ut* 
moft time Plotted to them for the execution of the 
faid 2L&y which are long fince elapfed. Whether any 
other perfons can now be appointed as commiffion-* 
ers to fet out reprifals to the perfons now in poflef- 
fion of any part of the faid Nominees eftates, fo as 
the faid Nominees may be able to recover their 
eftates from them in cafe they {hall refufe to ac- 
cept of fuch reprifals ? 

II. Whether the faid Nominees may not have 
part of the undifpofed forfeited lands that Ihall be 
difcovered, granted to them, in fatisfa£Uon of the 
provifion deflgned for them by the faid aft, before 
all the proteftaht interefts provided for by the (aid 
aft are firft fatisfied ; (whereof many are yet de- 
ficient) or whether, that claufe requiring the pro^ 
teftant interefts to be firft fatisfied, was to be con- 
flrued only to extend to the commiflioners appointed 
for executing the faid aft, and to be in force only 
dmiflg the tisw of their fittipg^ aud t^t tg oblige

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0ke Iting as to the diftribution of the forfeited lands 
yet undifpofed of ? 

III. Whether fuch (of the faid Nominees^ who 
now enjoy lands in Coiiaught or Clare in lieu of 
th^ir former eftates, ought hot to accept thereof to- 
wards fatisfaftion of the provifion, which by the ex* 
planatory a^ was made for them ?

IV. There being by a claufe (page i2y) of the 
£iid aA of Explanation, one year's rent appointed 
to be paid out of all the lands reftored to any pa- 
|)ift, by any decrees of the late commiffioners for 
executing the a^ of Settlement, bearing date after 
the ad day of July in the year 1663, over and above 
]the year's value already paid by them, the fame tQ 
be paid to fuch Irifh papifts as ferved under his Ma>» 
Jefty's eniigns abroad, and are particularly mention*? 
ed in his Majefty's Declaration, and were feited of 
any lands on the 23d of Odober 1641, to which they 
are not yet reftored in fuch proportions as the lord 
lieutenant of the kingdom fhall think fit, whether 
jthe faid year's rent may not now be raifed, and part 
of the monies that fhall be received thereupon may 
not be paid to fuch of the Nominees as are deficient 
and come under the qualification in the faid claufe 
mentioned^ or how his Majefty would be pleafed 
that the faid year's rent flxall be difpofed of) whea 
the fame fhall be thought fit to be raifed i 
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» 

This is the State of the Cafe of the Nominees, to- 
gether with the feveral queftions of law that 
may arife thereupon ; it is therefore humbly pro- 
pofed to his Majefty's confideration in order to 
their fatisfadion, and that this clamour may no 
longer reft upon his Majcfty. 

I. That there be a true eftlmate made of the 
\ value of thefe very lands intended them by the 
z&y which values will vary according to the feveral 
counties wherein they lye, 

IL What proportion of lands or other advantages 
each man now enjoys or hath received, and that the 
fame be rated according to their true worth, that 
fo it may appear what the deficiencies of any of 
them are, or if fome have not more than ever the 
aA intended them, and therefore ought to own the 
furplus, as it is purely his Majefty's favour that they 
enjoy the fame, and not be preiEng for new grants ; 
and that thofe who have lefs than their due, may 
have it fupplied by fome difcovered lands, in cafe 
it (hall be refolvedy that by law they cannot Have 
thofe very landt intended them by the ad. 

Memorandum. There was alfo at the fame time 
fent over by my lord Conway, a fcheme of thofe 
Nomineea^ formerly cnclofed in a letter to^ the earl 
of Arlington^ (bearing date. and 

therewith copied) with this addition at the bottom 
thereof. This is what appears upon record, and it 
is certainly known that many of thefe men enjoy 
more lands than is here exprefled, and poiSbly others 
may have but fome of the lands herein mentioned^ 

being 
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being recovered by. Aiits of law, yet this fckjeme 
may be a good foundation for an enquiry into 
each man's particular cafe. 

Concerning the Charters to Corporations^ 

IN moft of the corporations of Ireland, the free-r 
men were generally papifts in the year 1641, and 
fo continued till about 1654, and although moft of 
the perfons who were then free, may now be pre* 
fumed to be dead, yet there being a cuftom in moft 
corporations, that all the fons of freerpen are alfQ 
free of the corporations whereof their fathers wer$ 
free, there cannot but be now very many papifts 
living who aris entitled to their freedoms in their fe^ 
veral corporations. Since the ending of the rebellion 
all the magiftrates in corporations have been ge- 
nerally proteftants, and many proteftants have be^ni 
alio admitted to their freedoms, and in the Ufur* 
per*s time all the papifts that were freemen were 
hindered from enjaying the t)cpefit of their free* 
don^. 

Since the King's reftoration many difputes have 
happened concerning . the papifts who were formerly 
fxtCf being admitted again into the corporations. 

By a letter from the King, dated the aad of May 
2661, his Majefty declared his pleafure, that the re* 
fpedive former inhabitants, natives and freemen, and 
fuch as bad right to be freemen ip any of the citie9 
or towns in this kingdom, fliould be forthwith re« 
ilored to their accuftomed p>ivileges ^nd immunities, 
and admitted to trade in ttie faid^refpedive cities and 
towns as freely as heretofore, without making any 
national diftinction, or ^ving any interruptions up? 
jOI\ pretence of difference of judgment;^ or opinion ui 

K 3 ^ matters 
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matters of religion. Notwithftanding this letter mzAy 
ef the antient freemen that were papifts were kept 
out of feveral of the corporations* In the aft of 
Settlement or Explanation there is no claufe that 
hinders any papift from buying or taking any leaies 
pf any forfeited houfes from the forty nine officers^ 
without licence of the lord lieutenat and council. 

His Majefty afterwards by his Letters bearing date 
the 26th of February 1671, in the time of the lord 
Berkley's government, did again declare his pleafure» 
that al) the antiei^t freemen of the refpefiive corpo-f 
rations Ihould enjoy their former freedoms and pri- 
vileges, and that a general licence fhould be given 
to papifts to hire or purchafe any forfeited houfes ia, 
corporations, which was accordingly done, and hia 
Majefty's pleafure therein publifhed by proclamation 
of the lord lieutanant and council, bearing^ date the 
eighth of May 1671, 

The rules fince made by the lord lieutenant and 
council, in purfuance of a claufe contained in the 
^&, of Explanation, does hinder all papifts from be- 
ing magiftrates incorporations, unlefs difpenfed with 
by the lord lieutenant from taking the oath of Su^ 
premacy, but nothing in thofe rules takes away from 
them the benefit of their freedoms i yet in fome of 
their corporations (in which th6 number of pro- 
teftants is great) many of the papifts zte ftill k^ 
out and hindered from dieir freedoms, as particularly 
in Cork, which is now wholly inhabited by prov 
teftants, and the antient natives or freemen are ei^ 
ther difpofed in the country abroad, or do only in- 
habit in the fuburbs without the walls^ but the trade 
is almoft wholly carried on by the proteftrants* Up-* 
on renewing of charters, great difputes are likely to. 
iixify between ihe prefent inhabitants mi antient na% 

ttye% 
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tives (^ finreral of the coiporations concerning the 
hindering of the antient natives from, or admitting 
them to the benefit of their freedoms. If they Ihould 
be hindered from their freedoms, they will complain' 
that there is no law to take that benefit from them ; 
that it is unteaibnable to hinder theih from trading, 
and may be alfo prejudicial, to the King in his cuf- 
toms, and will force them to withdraw their flocks 
beyond the feas, and diat it is againft the King's 
pleafure expresfly declared by his feveral letters, and 
lince made publick by proclaipatlon, upon confidence 
whereof -(ir will be pretended) many have come over 
to inhabit hert^ that by the' Rules, papifls who are 
foreigners may be admitted to be free in the corpo« 
rations here^ tod that it will be hard to bar papifts, 
who ^e natives, from enjoying that freedom which 
bath been already granted them. If they» ^ukt all 
be generally admitted by the new charters to enjoy 
the benefit of tfccir freedomj the proteftant inhabi- 
tants will complain that the corporations will be all 
prefently filled with papifts ^ ihey were in the year 
JJ641, and the proteftant inhabitants thereby difcour- 
aged, that the number of the antient freemen who 
are papifts ;will be much greatejr than of proteftants, 
and thereby tbey will have tl^e choice of j^arliament 
m^xtf and. the Inmfe of commas thereby will be fil. 
.led with papifts, who are^ not^ by any law of force 
here, hindered frocn fitdng in the houfe : that it will 
be unreafonable that fuch, who by reafon of their 
^ibot being adjudged innocent have forfeited their 
eftates, fliould be admitted to continue their free, 
doms ; and it is to be feared, that the prefent pro- 
teftant inktbitants who will generally folicit and take 
out the chatters^ will hardly be at the charge of 
itncwing then^ if any provifioa ihould be therein 

K 4. fMi^, 
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made for all the antient freemen to be reftored to their 
freedoms. 

What expedients to propofe herein feems to be 
▼ery difficult, and it will be hardly poiEble to propofe 
any that may fatisfy both parties. 

It may perhaps be a middle way, to admit only 
thofe papifts to their freedoms^ who do now adu-* 
ally enjoy the benefit thereof, whereby thofe papifts 
who have not yet been admitted thereunto by tte 
corporations themfelves, may be excluded ; or elfe 
to provide that thofe papifts who have been adjudg- 
ed innocent, and their heirs and children fliall enjoy 
the benefit of thofe freedoms whereby only thofe who 
h?ve not been admitted to enjoy their eftates, will 
be hindered from their freedoms, but it is to be 
doubted whether either of thc(e wiU fatify the parties 
conceraed.

The reafon I fo feldom trouble yoti with letters^ 
is indeed becaufe we have fo little in thefe dull parts 
worth your knowledge 5 but a particular happening 
)iere relating to fome men where you are^ I ihall givq

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you an account of it. A ihip coming into fome of 
the remote parts of this kingdom, was by the far- 
mers officers vehemently fufpeded to be ftolen, and 
upon notice to me, I ordered one of his Majefty's 
frigates to feize her, whereupon all is difcovered ; for 

' the relation of which I {hall refer you to the exami- 
nation herewith inclofed. I wrote the laft week to 
mr, fecretary Coventry, defiring him to communicate 
this affair to the Dutch ambaflador, that fo the 
owners might come to their goods again» but if this 
arrive fooner, you may pleafe to acquaint fqme mer« 
chants herewith to let thefe men know it ; all the 
care that can be, is taken for preferving the goods 
from embezelment, until the owners fend perfons 
authorized to look after them : * fome goods thefe 
people (as the examination &ow) did fell when they 
came firft on ihore, but captain London had on board 
with him, by order, a fufficient pcnrfon who nailed 
down the hatches as foon as the ihip was feized, fo 
I am confident tbofe poor men who own her will 
Joofe nothing of what wis in her when (he was 

1 taken. We are big with expedation of what ^ill 
be done this feffions of parliament. Pray God fend

I Have many of your letters, and I find by their 
feveral dates, that all you have wrote are come 
to my hands, the laft which came by this morning's 
poft, bears date the 6th inftant. Mr. Seymor is al« 
fo arrived, and hath brought your letter of five iheets^ 
and the other papers fo as you may be fecure that 
all are fafely with me. 

As to mr. fecretary Coventry, I have as great an 
tfteem fpr him as for any man living, and know him 
to be as m\ich my friend as is poffible, and ahi very 
forry when things do happen, which I am fure is 
not through my default, to make him entertain the 
leaft jealoufiefe. Thiic I might pay him all the refpeft 
imaginable, when I firft entered into his Majefty's 
fervice, 1 refolved to obey fuch commands as I re- 
ceived frdhi him, and to purfue thofe methods, which 
himfelf Was fleafed to put his bufmefs in, fat ihbuld 
I do other, I were not fervant but mafter; My 
lord of Ariinjgton, wh6 1 miift needs fay was* as juft 
to kn<i as myfelf could defire, did once take great 
oiFence at the method tihrough which (omt things 
paflfed without his knowledge, which he conceived 
his office as^ ibcretary endued him to^ )»ut when he 
faw th^iQfA^r^ I had received) and the diredionsnot 
to communicate them,;|^afefted fatisfiedl had done 
him .no wrong; if the King does diftribute his bu-

they do not properly belong, how can I help it ? 
therefore, I defire you above all things, to give mr,

be further enlarged. True it is, that after the re* 
ceipt of thefe orders counter-figned by my lord trea- 
furer, I did write to his lordfhip, taking notice, that 
as for letters of grants, &c. within the fcope of thofe 
my private infirudions, and which I had formerly 
received, and were not yet pafied, it (hould fuf&ce to 
acquaint his lordfhip with the fubftance, and fend 
copies thereof to him, and receive his opinion there- 
upon ; but that for the future I defired all letters of 
thefe natures might come in the form preicribed, that 
fo I might be juftified in my a£lings here, for other* 
wife I (hould be much to feek what to do. This i& 
the truth of the matter, to the beft I can remember i 
but having ordered Mr. Harbord to give you full fa<^ 
tisfa£tion in the cafe, I fuppofe that will be done be- 
fore this jletter can arrive. I can only fay, that when 
I firft entered into his Majefty's fervice, I took 
lip a refoiution of entire obedience to his commands* 
and to purfue the bufinefs committed to my charge,^ 
by thofe methods himfelf fhould prefcribe.

TILL thefe late letters I could never under- 
ftand the liottom of the affairs concerning my 
private inftnlftions, and the grounds of Mr. fecretary 
Coventry taking fomething relating to them ill from 
me : fo as 1 fear all I have hitherto wrote, and all 
the directions fent by Mr. Harbord, may prove inef-* 
feCtual towards the giving him that fatisfadion, 
which indeed I acknowledge to be his due. Mr. 
Harbord*s letter of the 17th inftant, tells me, that 
the debate upon this fubjed was very warm between 
my lord treafurer and Mr. fecretary Coventry, and 
that in the end my lord treafurer did affirm, that 
thefe private inftruSions were defired, and wrote for 
by me, and that he had twenty letters to fhew to that 
cffeO: ; which is fo far from truth, that it never en- 
tered into my thoughts or imagination to ask Tor 
them. Nor did I fo much as dreagi or know of 
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them, till they were delivered to me at Dublin. 
Neither did I write the leaft fyllable either to my 
lord treafurer, or any perfon elfe whatever, to propofe 
them. They confift of four inftruQioiis ; the firft 
tvhereof hath been made publick in council, but 
none of the other : and having, together with them, 
received commands not to communicate them, till I 
am releafed by the fame hand, viz. his Majefty's, 
I cannot give out any copy of the reft. Immediately 
upon the receipt of thefe inftruflions, I wrote to my 
lord treafurer on the 14th of Auguft, in the words of 
the paper Number I. A while after, in a letter of 
mine to my lord treafurer, dated Auguft 22d, you 
will find the paflage Number IL About two months 
after that, perceiving letters, notwithftanding thefe 
my private inftrudions, ftill come in the fame form 
as heretofore, fo as L know not how to give anfwers 
totliem, in another letter to my lord Treafurer (copy 
whtreof is Numb. III.) I endeavoured to have the 
matter for the future regulated. Mr. Harbord fur- 
ther tells me, that I had wrote to my lord Ranelagh 
the other day, to defire him to move my lord Treafurer 
for a refolution from the King what I ftiould do with 
thofe letters and direSions which lay before me, and . 
that thereupon my lord Ranelagh did prepare the 
heads of an order in council. Upon perufal of my 
late letters to my lord Ranelagh, I find one dated 
March 30, occafioned upon a letter I had tranfmitted 
in Mr, Sollicitor's behalf, which I defired my lord 
Ranelagh to fee difpatched to my lord Treafurer ; 
but that not returning in the form prefcribed by the 
inftruftions, I began my letter thus : " I have re- 
<« ceived yours of the 23d of March, tpgether with 
*^ the letter in Mr. Sollicitor's behalf, and give your 
^' lordfhip thanks for your care of him in this affair. 

I 
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^^ fhould be glad that the forms of paiEng lands 
** or money here were entirely fettled, that fo we 
** might keep to known rules in bufinefs of thi§ na^ 
*^ ture ; fbr I find many men very uneafy, who bring 
** letters, and have not the fuccefs they ^xpeft : and 
*' I am confident, that when the rule you mention is 
*^ eftablifhed, unreafonable grants will not fo eafily 
" be obtained. See the rule. Numb. IV. This is 
the truthi , and the whole truth, as to my part, in thd 
tranfadion of thefe inflruSionSj by all which pafi* 
fages it will appear, that I have barely obferved the 
command of my mailer. 

Some orders I have received concerning the fend- 
ing of a party of the army down to the North of 
Ireland, and with them dire<Sions to hold my intel- 
ligence for all things relating to this party, wiih my 
lord Treafurer only. Now I do know, that this is a 
matter as foreign to the Treafurer's bufinefs as any 
thing in the world, and proper only for the Secre- 
tary ; yet I would fain underftand from any manj 
what I can do in fuch a cafe, other than fubmit to 
his Majefty's pleafure j it not being the part of a 
fervant to lay injunflions upon his Majefty, in what 
method he (hould difpofe of his aflFairs. Nay, I have 
been fo far from offering to remove any bufinefs out 
of its proper channel, and am fo great an enemy to 
it, that were it decent for me to (hew fome private 
letters which I have wrote to the King himfelf, they 
would fufficiently juftify me in this particular. And 
tho' I do not think it convenient to offer any copies 
of what hath at large been addreflfed to his Majefty 
fingly, yet a little of the fubftance I will communi- 
cate to you. At a time when my lord of Arlington 
and lord Treafurer were in very high contefts, and I 
found jgreat difficulties to keep fair with both 5 and 
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that if either refolved to thwart me, all under mf 
charge would fufFer very much, I did reprefent to 
his Majefty the convenience of keeping that part of 
the bufinefs which related to this country in its pro- 
per channel ; yet fo, by my paying the refpe£t to each 
in their feveral ftations, his affairs might receive their 
due difpatch, and I might preferve a good correfpon- 
dence with all his great minifters. This, and much 
more of the like kind, hath been exprefTed in fome of 
my letters to the King* However, as to the letters 
which come from the fecretary's, I muft confefs, that 
I am of opinion, that they, are generally too eafily ob- 
tained, for each man ftates his cafe himfelf ; and tbo' 
there be another party concerned, he is feldom or 
never heard ; and the ^letter drawn up by the peti- 
tioner himfelf, with any claufes he thinks fit to in- 
fert : fo as I could give inftances where matters de- 
terminable at law have been adjudged by Ictt^s. But, 
indeed, the greateft mifchief comes to fuch affairs as 
relate to the King himfelf, as remittals of quit-rents, 
and other particulars within the revenue, which upon 
any fuggeftion, without examination, pafs, and then 
I am forced to deny things after the King's hand i$ 
to them, which is a great hardfhip upon me. How- 
ever, to my knowledge, I have not complained to 
any thereof, but to the fecretary himfelf, viz. my 
lord of Arlington in a letter bearing date the 25th of 
April 1673, wherein I prefumed to conjedure, that 
Ibme orders would be endeavoured to be obuined in 
England. The words of the letter arc thefe. ^< I 
*• am forced to guefs at what is intended to be done, 
** and upon thofe probabilities, to give my fenfe of it 
« to your lordfliip, which I had rather do before or- 
** ders be paft, than to be put to contradid or argue 
* .♦* againft them after they arc figned. This difficulty, 

"I 
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<* I am apt to forefee, will perpetually attend this 
•' employment, &c." And, indeed, it makes the 
place very troublefome, and muft, in my apprehenfion, 
be ingrateful to the King himfelf, to have fo many 
of his letters denied by his minifter, and yet I can't 
avoid the doing of it ; this, I do afTure you, that I 
never made any propofal into England concerning the 
altering of thofe methods : however, in my own 
thoughts, I do believe, they deferve fome confidera- 
tion. One thing more I had almoft forgot, which 
was, that in one of your late letters, Mr, fecretary 
Coventry had feemed to you a little troubled concern- 
ing a letter I had wrote to my lord Treafurer about 
the diforders of this city, faying, it ^was fuller than 
the reprefentations I had made to him. 'Tis true, 
my lord Treafurer^s letter was more large : and it 
was neceflary, if I wrote to him at all, it (hould be 
fo in regard I was to ripp up to bis Lordfhip the 
whole affair from the beginning, he not having any 
knowledge at all of the matter : but if Mr. fecretary 
Coventry will compare both his letters, viz. that of 
the 3d {of February, and that of the loth of Fe- 
bruary, he will find them as compleat to the prefent 
ftate of the bufinefs as the other ; and for the narra- 
tive of what pafled three or four years ago, I knew 
he was fully acquainted with it by fome former ac- 
counts given him. I wrote to my lord TreJifurer, 
becaufe I had found his friendihip upon other occa- 
fions I and if I had wrote to three or four of my 
acquaintance of the committee for foreign affairs, a 
ftate of this matter, I fuppofe I had been guilty of 
no error, provided I did not negledt to acquaint the 
principal fecretary with the thing. 

As for Mr. fecretary Coventry, I conceive I need 
add nothing to convince you of the value I have for

him, as a worthy gentleman, and in relation to my- 
felf in particular. Had he depended upon, or been 
raifed by me from nothing, he could not have done 
more, both of juftice and kindnefs to niq in the em- 
ployment where he is, than he hath xonftantly per- 
formed. I have thi$ on^y thing to complain of, that 
upon a fuggeftion, before I were heard, he would 
imagine any thing unkindly of me ; and, indeed, I 
hope, for the future, he will believe me to be a plain 
man, without artifice, and one, who in a dire£): 
courfe, purfues his IVIajefty's commands. I confefs, 
I am in fome wonder, to find all my letters relating 
to thefe inftru£lions fo coherent one with another, 
and all of them, fo much as v^as fit for pie, endea- 
youring that rules for paffing of grants might be 
known ^nd fettled j for 'tis yery poffible, among fo 
many diverfities of affairs ancj multitude of letters as 
I wrote, I might let fall fome expreflions inconfiftent 
even with my pwn intention : but I do afTure you, I 
have ftriaiy looked over all my late letters, and can- 
not fee any thing of importance in them upon this 
fubjeft but what I have fent you. If any thing 
fhould hereafter happen (hat may occafion Mr. fecre- 
tary Coventry to have any hard thoughts of me, I 
hope he will let you know the bottom thereof before 
he giv^ credit to it j far ther^ is not any man in the 
King's dominions for whom I have a greater efteen^ 
^han himfelf.

There hath alfo come 
another for the payment of one hundred pounds per 
men/em to fir Arthur Forbefe during his ftay in the 
Korth : thefe two letters I have given orders upon^ 
and not on any other, to the befl of my knowledge, 
which had not the fignet. For what you fay in the 
latter end of your letter concerning EfTex-houfe, I 
am fiill of opinion, that had not the matter been 

buiigle^. 
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bungled, it would not have made half the noife it 
hath done, being only a grace and bounty of his 
Majefty's, and I cannot fee why any man ihouU 
think it amifs, that the King ftiould give me fudk* 
a gift. My lord duke of Ormond has received above 
300000 1. in this kingdom, bcfides all his great places 
and employments, and I am fure the lofTes in his 
private eftate have not been equal to thofe I have 
fuffered, and yet he is fo happy as no exception 19 
taken to it, but I am confident 'tis all idle talk, and 
as I have already faid, occaftoned in a great meafurs 
by perplexing the affairs at firft. I hear that nqr 
lord of Sunderland has a promifb to fucceed me fo 
foon as I am recalled, and that procured by the 
datchefs of Monmouth* I am very defirous to know 
how matters in parliament proceed, pray therefore 
be pun&ual in giving me an account of them«

My Lord, Dublin Caflle, April 24, 1675. 

I Hope this letter will find you fafe at London, 
where I believe there is bufinefs enough flirring 
in parliament. Pray God fend things end in a happy 
compofure among them, I received an account by 
the laft poft, that at* a debate in council between 

mr. 
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mr. Treafurer and mr, fecretary Coventry'^ tdncem^ 
ing my private inftrudions, (which as I am told was 
fomething warm) my lord Treafurer fhould acquaint 
the board that I hud defired thofe inftru<£tions, and 
often wrote for them, I am not over apt to believe 
reports as they firft come to me, and indeed I (hould 
very much wonder if fo worthy a man as my lord 
Treafurer fhould affert this ; for however reafonable 
or ufeful to the King's fervice all or any of thefe in- 
ft:u£lions may be, is not the point, but whether 
I were the firft mover or introducer of them, which 
your lordfhip I am confident fufficiently knows I was 
not, for I am fure I never had notice of them till 
they were put in my hand in your prefence. Had 
my lord Treafurer faid that after the receipt of them, 
I told him they would be of advantage to his Ma-* 
jefty's aflFairs by preventing divers irregular grants, 
which otherwife could not be refifted, it had been 
no more than what I do acknowledge : I wrote in a 
letter to him on the 2id of Auguft, being eleveni 
days after thefe inftruftions came to me^ but the 
thing which I find ill taken by the Secretary is, that 
i (hould propofe an alteration of that coufe which had 
been a long time praftifed in this kingdom, and that 
without acquainting them with it, efpecially in ^ 
matter relating to their office. 

Your lordfhip will therefore do mc a very friendly 
part, by enquiring and letting me know how far my 
name was made ufe of in this difpute. I confefs I have 
ever thought the letters which came hither did hot 
pafs fuch due examinatiori as were neceflary, before 
they were offered to his Majefty*s fignature ; but I 
have perufed all my letters to my lord Treafurer 
precedent to this Inftruftion, and tho' it be difficult 
poffitively to affirm a negativ6, yet truely I cannot, 

find 
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find any that mention or defire any new inftrudions 
to be framed. It has been my method to proceed open-^ 
]y and plainly in all my adings, and to pay to all 
his Mfajefty's minifters the refpedt due to their place?, 
which I conceive is no more than being juft t<3 them | 
however there lies a fuperior duty upon me, whick 
is ftriftly to obey his Majefty*s commands, and that 
I have ever obferved, tho' it may clafh with theirs : 
and after all there are offices of frieridfhip and kind- 
nefs, which every man is free to do to thofe from 
whom he has received obligations, or has hlmfelf an 
inclination to fhew them, and herein as I have not 
been wanting towards my lord Treafurer, according 
to thofe mean opportunities which the circumflances. 
of affairs here afforded me, fo fhall I continue the 
like for the future, hoping that what I have heard 
may be mifreprefented. My profefQon hath been al- 
ways that of a plain dealing man, and unlefs the 
like meafures are ufed towards me, it will be dif- 
ficult to be at eafe with his Majefly's minifters, and 
indeed impofllble for me to go through witlvthe em-* 
ployment I undertake, with any comfort or fatisfac* 
tion ; wherefore I have nothing to add further, but 
to tell your lordfbip I have that aflurance of your 
friendlhip, as I am confident you will deal candidly 
with me in this particular, and that I may hear froru 
you fo foon as conveniently you can.

State of Sir Edward Scott's Cafe. 

HI S Majefty was pleafed by his order in coun- 
cil dated the 20th of September 1672, to di- 
TtA that the rents and profits of certain lands in. 
the county of Tipperary, formerly fet out to. Dick 
and Cunningham, and then in controverfy between fir 
Edward Scott and colonel Vernon^ (hould be ft- 
queftered to bis Majefty's ufe, and that they {hpukl 
be received and kept apart in the hands of the King's 
remembrancer of the Exchequer : notwithftanding his 
order one Jeremy Donovan, an attorney of the ex- 
chequer, by authority from fir Edw^d Scott, as he 
pretends, received and fecured by bond, a confider- 
able part of the rents of the premriles due after the 
date of the faid order, and fome part of the rents of 
the faid lands were purfuant to the firft order brought 
into the exchequer. His Majefty by his letters pa- 
tents of the 15th of December i673» grants the faid 
lands to colonel Vernpn and his h^irs, together with 
all rents and arrears of rent, and mefne profits what- 
foever, due or payable for or in refpeft of the afore- 
faid land, &c. fince the paffing of the a3s of Settle- 
ment, &c. except fuch rents and mefne profits of the 
faid lands as were received by fu: Edward Scott by 
virtue of his ctiftodianiy and fuch rents as are remain- 
ing in the hands of the remembrancer of the ex- 
chequer, by virtue of his Majefty's order in coui^ 
cil of the 20th of September 1672, and foch rents

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or profits of the premiiTes which remained in the 
h^nds of the cenaEnts, aod grew, dae duting the faid 
€u^diam % which rents and prc^ts fo excepted, hit 
ma)dKy declares, flioiald be for die t^nefit of iir £d^' 
ward Scott. His Majiefty by bis letters of the 28th 
of January 1672, dire£b his eacdlency the lord lieu- 
tenant of Irdand to gire all neceffary orders to the 
badrons of the exchequer, that fir Edward Score may 
not onJy enp7 without account all the rents and 
profits of the faid lands which he had in cufi^4im^ 
and which) he bad received ait any time before the 
daite of aa mder of council of the 5th of December 
1673, by wbkh order the faid lands w«re dlreded to 
•be pafled in palest fo colonel V^noo ; but alfo that 
he migkt receive and enjoy tbe rents and promts dt 
the lands, mentioned in his cufiodiam^ whcck were 
paid into the hands of the remembrancer of the ex- 
clici|<«er9 by virtise of tbe order of council of the 2Cth 
of Septendier 1672, or whicb were femaiiifng in ar- 
rear in tie hands of the poicffiirs of the faid Isnvds 
from tbe' commencement of tbe &id iuftm&xm at the 
feaft of St. Micbael 1670, until the 5ck of Decemu 
bet 1673^ &c 

Hereupon his excellency the loird lieutenant, by 
bis order of the 22d of February 1674, requireth the 
court of excbeqoer to confider of thof& bis^M^efty's 
letters^ ^ cof^ whereof wa& annexed to the faid or- 
der, and to caufe fucb neceflinry orders to be iflued 
for fir Edward Scott's receiving the rents therein men- 
tiootd, as. by the iaid fetters are properly belonging 
to him, and which: by virtue of his cuflodiam he ought 
juftly to receive and enjoy. The reafons^ of infertiiig 
which prorifoe might be, that his M^efty feemeth 
to be furp'rized in his letter of the 28th of January 
16749 by whmh Im dicedsa that fir Edward Sc<»tt 

M % ihould 
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fliould enjoy fuch rents of the faid lands, which he 
had at any time received before the date of an order 
of council of the 5th of December 1673, not abe* 
ing truly informed that Donovan by fir Edward Scott's 
diredion, as is pretended, had before the faid 5th of 
December 1673, contrary to his Majefty*s order of 
council of the 20th of September 1672, received or 
fecured by bond a confiderable part of thofe rents, 
which by the faid order were to be brought into the 
exchequer. 

The King's council were informed that neither 
of the year's value, nor cuftodiam rent due to the 
Xing from the faid lands were paid, with which his 
Majefty doth Well appear by his letters to be acquaint- 
ed by fir Edward Scott, who without procuring any 
difcharge for what was due to his Majefty from the 
faid lands, would take the money out of the excher 
quer, which by his Majefty's council was prayed 
might remain there towards his Majefty's fatisfadion ; 
befides colonel Vernon by virtue of his IjCtters pa- 
tents, which are a legal title, demanded the faid rents, 
they being included in, the general words of his grant, 
and not in the exceptions as was ailed ged for him : 
Thpy not having been received by fir Edward 
Scott by virtue of his cuftodiam^ which colonel Ver- 
non's counfel took to be abfblutely diflblved by the 
order of council of the 20th of September 1672, 
directing the rents to be brought into the exchequer 
for his Majefty's ufc. Nor did part of thefe rents 
remain in the remembrancer's hands, having been re- 
ceived and retained by Donovan as aforefaid, con- 
trary to his Majefty's exprefs order, nor did the rents 
then remaining in the tenant's hands at the pafling 
of colonel Vernon's patent, grow due during fir Ed- 
ward Scott's cuftodiam which was alledged to be dif.- 

folvcd 
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iblved by the order of the aoth of September i672» 
they having accrued fince the date of the iaid order. 



To Sir Henry Capel* 

Dear Brother, Dublin Caftle, April 27, i6y$* 

I Wrote fo fully in my laft concerning the matter 
of my inftru£lions, as I need add little more, but 
becaufe my letters are fomewhat voluminous, and 
not in a few hours time to be thoroughly infped- 
ed, i have taken one whole day to examine them 
flridly, and have looked back as far as the firft 
of January 1673-4, and can pofitively affirm that 
neither to my lord Treafurer, to my lord ConWay, 
or to my lord Ranelagh, did I ever write 
one fyllable to defire any inftru£tions whatfoever, 
much lefs thefe in particular ; the only claufe that 
can any way be ftretched to hint at fomething of 
this nature, is in a letter of mine to my lord Con- 
way dated the 26th of May 1674 ; the truth is at that 
time I had great difficulty to keep fair with both my 
lord TreaAirer and my lord of Arlington ; and my 
Iprd Treafurer did then take unkindly from me the 
not communio^ing matters more freely to him, 
whereupon I wrote the claufe N^. I. wherein you 
will find that I then, as ftill I do, made his Ma« 
jefty's commands the guide of my adings, and that 
I was fo far from diverting the bufinefs from the 
proper officer, that I ftill advifed the entire keeping 
it in its due channel, nor is there one fyllable of 
new inftru€Uons, or fo much as the word inftruc- 
tions in the whole letter : fome expreffions there have 
alfo been in another letter of mine to my lord Con- 
way, compliuning of the too eafy getting of letters 
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in England ; it was upon txxafion of a ktcer of fir 
Maurice Euftace procured by mr. Bridgeman*^ means. 
You may well remember the matter, and how un^ 
worthily I was ufed by mr. Bridgeman in it ; fir 
Maurice Euftace had at that time ipoke very ill of 
me in London, and had drawn up feveral heads of 
com{daint$^. agaiAft ihe in relation to the government 
here, copies whereof I have by me, and put them it 
co]oi)el Talboc*s haiii^ to ihow chem to tiris Majefty, 
whkh colonel Talbot accordingly did, and *preft the 
King that there might be proofs «f them, but the 
King was gracionfly pleafed to anfwer c^otlel Tal* 
bot, tkat the matters were both in themfolves very 
inconfid^nd^le, and tikewtfie that be did betieV6 none 
of them to be trtie4.. 

Sir Maurice Euftace had alfo at thavt time 'his emif*' 
faries in Dublin, to brag that he #oaM he too hand 
for my lord lieutenahtv luid thefe fpokie irtiany inde-^ 
cent things of me. To as if be carried this, my 
cr^it had been utterly toft, and I had been trample^ 
upon by eyiery body ; -hdSiv much therefore it^concem- 
ed me to engage (omc powerful people in my fup- 
port, Any reafonable man may jod^, - and this occa- 
fidaed my letter (a copy whereof is N^. 11.) to my 
lord Conway. 1 haire Hkewife added fofiiie other 
expreffions in my letters to my lord Ranelagh con- 
cerning grants, tho' not at all fignifkant to the pre- 
fent ptirpofe, if the grounds of them be confidcred. 
That you may fee all I have wrote that can any ways 
be wrefted towards this matter, you will find them 
i^ N*>. in. and I rfefire you to fliow them all to fe- 
crctary Coventry, After all this 1 -conclude I need 
hy no more in rdation to*thofe inftttt^ions,- antf 
njr. ktrctary Coventry ; indeed canndt be blamed 
in believing I might have done him fbme wroi^t 
::; when 
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when fo notoriouflv it was affirmed before his Ma- 
jefty himfelf ^ but I cannot think you have toge- 
ther dealt fo. kindly with me, who fbould.kapw: 
me better thaa to imagine any indireftnefs in xny 
pry0ceedjing$. I did never till now fufpe^ you of 
popidi principleB, for I perceive by all your late 
letters, that you iirft conclude yoifrfelf dire£ted by a,n 
infallible guide,' and ;^en from tb^ce argue all tb^; 
fe(l of the wo^ld to be hereticksj^ and that you can*

thereof^ buit: ^ coy own part I never did opr witt 
advife the^ fM^g things, oat of their dua courie> 
well knowing: how much fa«tter it is for a prince 
to change his fervants if he find them unfit for thejr 
places, than by altering the approved and fettled me* 
thods for the difpatch of his bufinefs, to confound 
the whol^ courfe of his affairs, and nnhinge even the 
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government itfelf ; but I hope thefe late inftruf^ions, 
and all that hath been done upon them, when the 
truth comes to light, will be more- to my advantage ^ 

than any thing that hath ever happened. I do wifli' 
yourfclf to take warning by this particular^ and not 
tb be over hafty in judging what I do, who have 
never ftirred one inch from the rules I firft laid dowit 
to myfelf."

YOURS of the 20th I Jiai-e received, and with 
it Tome papers encloTed, relating to a. concern 
of my lord Chamberlain's in the lapfed. money. I 
have not known any fund in Ireland but has ever 
been overcharged with payinents, and if this.be not, 
'tis very good fortune to iholc who bay^ dajms to- 
parts of it. However, looking back into this mat- 
ter> I perceive by his Majefly's late letter, that he 
bas relcrvcd to himfelf the giving preference of pay^ 
ment to any who have grants on this fund ; for the 
words are, ." And the monies, fo aflefled and levied, 
" you are to caufe to be ilTued and paid, in fuch 
** manner as- We fball think fit to dired, to the per-

the letter was counterfigned by yourfelf, yet for your 
better information, I have fcnt you a true copy of 
the Utter end thereof. I am not at all ioterelled for 
Sir Johii Paviea* or Majqr Bolton (the latter of 
whom I never faw) further than apprehending their 
pretcnfions to be juft, to fend them over to you ; 
but for my lord cfaambeflain, I have a particular

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And when I am armed with fuch an order, his lord-^ 
fliip may reft fecure (if I continue in the govern- 
ment) he fhall have right done him. I am very glad 
his Majefty will himfelf adjuft this affair, concern* 
ing letters to be fent into this kingdom. *Tis a 
difficult talk I haVc in hand ; for if Idifobey or- 
ders (I mean fuch wherein there is no illegality) 
his Majefty has juft caufe to caft me off* ; and, if I 
obey them, fome of his minifters take it ill from me, 
that they may have not the refpefts due to their pla- 
ces. And at laft, when things come to be examinecf, 
I being abfent, the whole blame of all irregularities 
is caft upon me, as if I defired and procured inftruc- 
tions without communicating any thing to the proper 
minifter ; whereas, indeed, I never wrote one fylla- 
ble to that effeft. And I have ftriftly perufed all my 
letters, either to my lord Treafurer, lord Conway 
or lord Ranelagh, from the firft of January 1673-4^ 
till the nth of Auguft 1674, which was the day I 
received thefe private ihftrudions $ and do not find 
one word tending towards the propofing any new in- 
ftru£kions in general, much lefs thefe in particular ; 
and therefore I hope, if any thing hath been faid, 
as if I had been the author or contriver of them, you 
will be pleafed, in fuch manner as you think fit, ta 
clear me of it. And as truth needs no fubterfuges, 
but when it comes to the light is always of advan- 
tage to thofe that guide themfelves by it ; fo I doubt 
not but you will hereafter, feeing the wrong which 
has been done me in the tranfadion of this affair, 
take fuch meafures of me and my proceedings, as for 
the future never to have any unkind imaginations of 
me.

Dublin Caftle, April 27, 1675, 
Mr. Harbord, 

AT the foot of my l«ft I told you I had yours 
of the 20tb. If the Treafurer or any otheip 
did afTert that I wrote either for the very inftrudionSy 
or a^^y inftru^om wbatfoever, they have done mc 
wrong in it, being abfolutely falfe. I perceive you 
^re alfo in an error, in apprehending that by the in- 
Aru£Uoin& his Majeily referves to himCelf a power ^ 
d^fpofe of lands and monies in this kingdom by a lino 
of his own band. The inft ructions do dired, that I 
ihall pafs no lands upon any letters, uolefs it has 
been referred to my lord Treafurer, and his report in- 
fertedinthe preamble thereof ; yet with tbb excep- 
tion, vnlefs the contraiy be written to me with the 
Kill's own band -, which dire£tion muft be under- 
flood thus, that I naay pafs fuch letters as come to my 
lord Treafurer's report, but other letters,, where bis 
report is left out, are not to proceed, unlefs fecpndcd 
by a private letter from the King himfelf ; not that 
a private letter ajone fhoulcl pafs lands^ &c. but 
Qidy that a private letter ihould fuperfcde thefe in- 
ilru&ions. You tell me, that yoi^rfelf and my lord 
Ranelagh were to meet at my lord Treafurer's, to 
prepare inftru^ons for the future, fucb as were fit to 
be feen by all men, and uieful and peceiTary for 
grants. You that fee what work bath been made 
already of thofc tnftrudions to my difadvantage, I do 
wonder you (hould engage yourfelf with any faction 
or party in drawing new ones, whatever you do, 
being in a manner conftrued my 9£t. If bis Majefty 
thinks fit to fend me any commands^ I fball obey 

them ; 
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them ; but as for new inftrudions, let his M^ttf 
appoint whom he pleafeth to forth them, and I am 
fatisfied ; but yet the more favourable way would be 
t6 let me have the heads of them, that I may offer 
my objedionsf againft them. before they be figned. 

As to the compofure between my lord Treafurer 
and Mr. fecretary Coventry, I am very glad to hear 
that. hi$ Majefty's minifters are like to accord better 
than heretofore ; but yet I muft tell you, that I ought 

• to have right done me in the thing, and that the 

privy council fhould not believe I moved Tor thefe in- 
ftrudions when I did not : for I had rather lofe my 
employment, tho' it were ten times the value^ it is, 

^ than not ferve as a man of honour. Youli^venow 

^t length cleared the matter concerning Eflex'^houfe^ 
viz. that becaufe yourfelf was not employed in- the 
affair, you judged it inconvenient for me to have it. 
1 cannot compare this with any thing better, than 
that which you tell me in the end of your le^er, 
namely, that in cafe money be afked in the houfe by 
any of the Treafurer*s friends, the oppofite party are 
immediately refolved to put in a charge againft the 
Treafurer j fo as in the mean time his Majefty's af- 
fairs are in a good pofture, fince the two faftions are 
Separably refolved, that the publick fhall not be fup- 
plied, unlefs it come purely by one of their means, 
each endeavouring by fome by-way to obftruft what 
the other doth. And in the like manner will my own 
concerns be, if you hold to thefe methods, not to 
let any thing be done but what yourfelf has a hand 
in, and are the doer thereof; which I hope you "will 
take warning for the future, rather to obferve what I 
dire^, than .to oppofe things becaufe you did not ad- 
vife theiti'. '*In'relat(dn to the houfe itfelf, though I 
would be ^lad to be mafterof it, if it.niight come 

fairly 
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fairly and handfomely, and like it the beft of any feat 
about the town ; yet I never tJefired, or would engage 
any of my friends for ads of parliament to ferve 
private turns* But if in the common prohibition of 
new buildings, the turning of this into tenements be 
obftru£ked, I would not omit the opportunity of going 
on with that purchafe i and this you may let any of 
the members of parliament know, either of mine or 
your own acquaintance. In cafe any thing ihould be 
ftirring in parliament, as if I combined with my lord 
Treafurer to divert the methods of government in 
this kingdom, that which I have writ at large to my 
brother in one by this packet, and two other letters, 
will fuiEciently inftru£l both him and you what to 
anfwer in if« You need not be nice in telling any of 
the members the truth, (hould there be occafion for 
it : for I am apt to believe, if you manage the affair 
rightly in England, the plain dealing which I have 
fteadily purfued, when it comes to light, will fix me 
firmer both in the favour of his Majdy, and the 
efteem of all good men, than ever I could have been, 
bad not thi^ inftance to dcmonftrate 1% arrived. 

I have fomc few days fince received a letter from 
the dulcc of Monmouth concerning young Mr. 
Sarsfield's death, and other particulars relating to that 
eftate. Let the Duke know, that I have only de- 
layed the aofwering his letter, till I have advifed 
with the King's council here, and that in a little time 
I (hall be able to return him an accoun<^ which will 
be (atisfaflory.

Sir, , Diiblih Caftle, April 29, 1675: 

AMONGr the other objedidns which have 
been ftarted concei-ning thy late iiiftrudions; 
I do hear that it has been ^Hedged, that I myfelf put 
the affairs of grants, &c. oUt of the trad, by mak-^ 
ing application to nly lord Treafureir on the fcore ot 
fome lailds here. How frivolous this alfo is, the 
]5apers encldfed will fillly convince you : the truth 
of the matter was this ; I am fworti by my oath, not 
to fuiFer aiiy thing to his Majefty's diihetifon, and 
having a difcovery made to me^ that the mills and 
iifhings 6f Kilmainham, (then in the pretended pof- 
feflion of Sir Maurice Euftace) did df right belong 
to the King, I Ordered Mr. Sollicitdr and Mr. fer- 
jeant Reynell (the latter of which hath always beeil 
6f Sir Maurice Euftace's counfel) to ftate the cafe i 
^nd I dealt fo fairly with Sir Maurice Euftace in thef 
matter, that I told him of it ; and he either was, or 
ihight have beeh there, whilft it was drawing tip. This 
cafe I fent into England to my lord of Arlington, ac- 
quainting his Majefty with the fituation of thefe mills 
in the middle of the Park, and how neceilary they 
were to the fword, as alfo that the landing belonging 
to the Caftle, ftood upon that ground ; arid that Sir 
Maurice Euftace demanded rent for the fame^ which 
had nev^r been required of any former governors. 
Hereupon, I had a letter under the fignet, dated thci 
I2th of February, 1673-4, direSing nle to pfofecuta 
the King's right ; but Sir Maurice Euftace being then 
or foon after in England, petitiohed his Majefty to 
revoke this letter. This petition being referred to 
ine^ I made a report thereupon to his Majefty^ which 

report 
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report I defire you will read deliberately, and obferve 
how modeft it is. Afterwards my lord of Arlington's 
Jettcr of the 24th of March came, ordering me to 
take pbfleflion in his Majefty's behalf, which I ac- 
cordingly didi Sir Maurice Euftace being very ill 
pleafed that the King Ihould have that which was his 
own, inftead of purfuing his claim in a legal way, 
fell foul uik)n me, and both in fpeeches at London, 
and very unhandfome letters hither (which letters I 
have feen) told every body that he had a conteft with 
the Lord Lieutenant, and that he would be too hard 
for him : nay, he Combined with colonel Richard 
Talbot, (who fince my coming hath conftahtly been 
watching to do me injuries) to draw up fome heads 
in a piece of paper, exprefling my misbehaviour and 
mifcarriages concerning the government here ; which 
paper was by Dick Talbot (hewed to his Majefty, and 
have by me a copy of the feveral points wherof it 
confided. His Majefty was gracioufly pleafed to give 
colonel Talbot this anfwer : That he looked upon 
the matters in themfelves to be very frivolous ; and 
befides, did not believe any of them to be true. Yet, 
after all this, by the aififtance of Mr. firunker and 
Mr. Bridgman, Sir Maurice Euftace procured a let* 
ter, counterfigned by my lord of Arlington, com- 
manding me forthwith to deliver back polTeflion a« 
gain ; and in doing that, played an ill cheat too, 
for he Ihewed Mn Harbord another form of a letter, 
which was only to give a confirmation for the mills, 
and not to ftir the pofieffion, and that Mr. Harbord 
confented to ; but afterwards, by the means of 
thcfe men, he got the other letter figncd, pretending 
Mr. Harbord had agreed to it. I muft confefs, I was 
not more diftafted at the thing, than at the perfon^ 
who were. made ufe ojf in the matter . and above all, I 

N 2 could 
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could not but take it extream ill from my lord of 
Arlington, with whom I ever liad fo fair a corrcf- 
pondence, to ufe me thus^ Yet then I was far 
from endeavouring to put things pot of their proper 
channel, but proceeded openly and plainly. I wrote 
to my lord of Arlington upon this fub]e£t, and alfor 
to his Majefty himfelf, and likewife to my lord Trea- 
furer, all dated June the 8th, 1674 ; and in that lat-* 
ter letter to my lord Treafurer only faid this, •* I am 
not one that fhall ever defire to ftraighten hi^ 
Majefty's bands in beftowing his graces upon any 
** perfon, &c. yet I would be glad that in this par- 
<< ticular cafe my honour may alfo be confidered. If 
<^ therefore your lordfhip can find any expedient to 
•* accommodate both, you will mightily oblige, &c/' 
After which came a fignification of his Majefty'» 
pleafure, that I fhould continue the poiTeffion, and 
that Sir Maurice Euftace fhould take the price for 
them that they were reafonably worth : but whether 
this fignification were by a former letter counterfigned 
by either of the fecretaries^ or by any intimation: 
from my lord Treafurer, or what other way I cannot 
fay, having looked my letters over, but cannot rea- 
dily find it. Copies of the things that are material 
in this affair, I have herewith enclofed ; and tho* I 
know you are full of bufinefs this parliament tfancy 
yet I hope you will allow me half an hour to perufe 
them. One point more I hear is looked upon as con- 
fiderable in this cafe, which is, from the diredions 
to keep the inflruflions private, when they fhould 
come : and as to that, I fay, my lord Ranelagh de- 
livered it to me as the King's order, that they fhould 
be kept fecret ; and I do well remember he gave 
this reafon withal, that fhould they be made publick^ 
it would render them ufelefs, for every man would in

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ins letter get a mn obficmt^ to themu His lordfhip 
bcott^t wtdi him a private letter, written widi hi^ 
Maj^fty's awn band, rejcommeoding him to ine, fo as 
I l»d no reafon to belielve It other than truth what 
|ie faid j if it be falfe, let him anfwer for it. And 
pow having removed all the obje£lion$ that either I 
liave heard of or can imagine upon this fubje^t, I do 
aflure you, that not only my judgment and reafon tells 
me^ but even the eonftant current pf all the letters I 
have wrote into England, do, as much as was fit for 
me, to urge the keeping of bis Majefty'$ bufinefs in 
the proper officers hands ; for I am certain, 'tis bet- 
ter fqr the £sng to change any &rvant he hath, thaqi 
to confound thie methods of dispatching his affairs : 
fod as I have ever had a moft particular regard and 
kindnefs for your perfoe, fo I doubt not but the con- 
virion you >^1 have by the letters and papers I have 
iisnt over of my plain dealing, both to yourfelf, and 
all others his Majefty's miniflers, will for ever conr 
£fln and fettle me in your good o{uniqn : and that 
thefe falfe fuggeftions, which have been alledged to 
sny prejudice, may turn to fo good ai) end, is the earr

Dublin Caftle, April 29, 1675. 
Mr, Harbord, 

YOURS of the 24th is come to my hands. I 
have faid fo much in my late letters concern* 
ing the affair of Mr. fecretary Coventry, that there 
IS little tp be added) only lince, it is affirmed that 
thefe inftru^ions were not to be kept private, and 
that thofe concerning the northern forces (hould be 
kept private. I muft tell you, that when my lord 
Ranelagh delivered the inftrudlions to me, which was 
the nth day of Auguft, I afked him whether they 
were to bp kept private, or no ? and he told me 
they were, and gave this for a reafon, that if they 
were known, men would get claufes and non ohjlantes 
in their letters to fuperfede them. I had no reafon 
to fufped the credit of what his lordfhip delivered, 
in regard he was a privy council of this kingdom | 
hiit chiefly hecaufe he brought a private letter, writ- 
ten with the King's own hand, recommending him 
very much to me.' As for the other inftruftions, re- 
latinrg to the northern expedition, I received them by 
the hand of Sir Arthur Fqrbefe, who' told me witha^ 
that I was to hold my intelligence concernfng theip 
with my lord Treafurer, and him only, but faid not 
^ne ^oi-d of keepii^ them private : and for tha^ 

pointy 
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point, bf holding my cpfrefppndepce with my lord 
Treafurer, the King^s command by Sir Arthur Forbefe 
is a fufficieqt authority. I hear alfo, there is much 
noife made, as if I put the afl^ir of grants^ &c. out 
of the commQn road, by applying myfelf to my lord 
Treafurer in the cafe of Kilmainbam mills. I havQ 
wrote at large to Mr. fecretary Coventry upon that 
fubjed, and fufficiently cleared the point ; yet have 
left fomething to your narrative, which you cannot but 
remember. T9 conclude, if ever I have been, or 
Ihall be blemilhed for putting things out of order, 
in relation to this government, and fuggeftions of 
this nature, offered either in council or el fe where, I 
do hope and exped:^ that my friends will not let it 
reft till I am fatisfied in the thing. My carriage has 
been fo plain and clear in an exa£t obedience and 
conformity to his Majefty's commands, and paying a 
due refped to all his mioifters in their feveral fta- 
tions ; as I am fure it would be for my advantage, if 
all my letters and tranfa&io^ were pofte4 up for all 
men to fee and cenfure. But I will rather fuffer my«- 
felf to be made a pack-hqrfe than bear other ipei|$ 
faults.

fend over copies unto you, 

Yourfelf and mr. Harbord have a very fajr gamef^ 
to play in relation to me, that is to fay, to avoid aU 
^ufflings and difguifes, and to let my actings appei^r 
naked and open, which I am certain muft juftify me ; 
wherefore I defire ypu will both of you endeavour 
to make his Majefty fenfible that 1 am punQual in 
obeying his commands in all legal things, and where 
any happen to (lip which are otherwife^ or incoi|^- 
yenient to his fervice, I do conftantly make report^ 
upon them to fuch perfons as himfelf dire£);s me, 
^nd that no frowns of any of hi^ minifters how great 
foever, (hall ever divert me from this courfe, and then 
to all his minifters as Treafurers, Secretaries, &c. 
you may aiTure them that I do and will conftantly 
keep the bufmefs of this kingdom, as far as in me 
)yes to it§ proper officers, unlefs his Majefty com- 
mands the Contrary, in which cafe it is my duty to 
obey him. I have nothing further to add, but hope 
mr. Harbord and yourfelf will continue ydur care of 
' • me» 
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me, and to recommend to you the managing of it 
vitl) the greateft plainnefs imaginable,

IHave yours of the 27th of April, giving me aii 
account of fome proceeditigs in parliament. You 
feem very much joyed that I was not named in that 
part of my lordTreafurer*^s impeachm«^nt which related 
to this cotmtry; Tho' I thitik no one would defite to 
be named in the houfe of commons by way of crimi* 
nation, yet I doubt not but this houfe of commons 
are in all refpefts as worthy and juft as any other 
have been, and that fo wife a body as they, will not 
believe a man to be faulty only becaufe fome one ma- 
licious perfon fays he is. The particular which was 
binted to ciie was to this effeft : that I had combined 
with my lord Tieafurer to introduce new methods for 
the difpatch of Irifh bufinefs. I am fure the late 
letters I have writ, if they are come to your hands, 
are fufficient to Ihew the contrary s and the private 
inftrudions which are the things pointed at in my 
lord Treafurer's impeachment were procured in Eng- 
land, and fent hither without my knowledge or con- 
currence. I am not alhamed to have all my aflings 
that relate to this government of Ireland, or concern- 
ing the publick, looked into ; nor do I think I caii 
ever receive prejudice, but rather an advantage by 
having them fcann'd ; yet I muft on the other fide ' 
tell you further^ that I find mr. Harbord extream 
ttnteafonable, for he is perpetually infinuating to me, 
as if I fuiFered much in my reputation in England by 
keeping fair with my lord Ranelagh. The vice-trea- 
furer's place of this kingdom is in his Majefty's gift, 
and he has been pleafed to beftow it on this perfon ; 
now that it ihould be attributed to me as a fault, 

that 
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that I ihould live fair and well with thofe of h!^ 
Majefty's minifters that are in this government, is a 
inoft miraculous thing to me ; if any man can (hew 
one tittle of combination with my lord Ranelagh to 
cheat his Majefty, or one inftance wherein I have 
connived at any undue artifices or praAices ufed in 
relation to their undertaking, then truly I were juftly 
to be blamed, but to be cenfured by an oppofite party, 
the head of whom, when he was fecretary, didy at 
my lord Raiielagh's inftance, oiFer to his Majefty's 
fignatufe^ and counterfign himfelf feveral orders, 
which if purfiied did quite contradid fome claufes in 
the undertaking itfelf, and gave them a latitude of 
compounding of debts here contrary to the exprefs 
words of theiir covenants^ and that I who never fail-" 
ed to repirefent the inconveniencies of thefe letters^ 
and multitudes of others for grants before I put them 
in execution, (hould now by thefe men be blemifhed 
iipoii this pointy feems one of the ftrangeft things 
In the world ; that 1 can fay that there is not one 
man on that fide the water (mr. fecretary Coventry 
being only excepted, who indeed hath behaved hitn-*^ 
JTelf exadly well, fir Jofeph Williamfon hath fcarce 
done any thing relating to us) who hath meddled 
with the afi^airs of this kingdom i but I could, if I 
were upon the fpot, fhew notorious faults they have 
committed fince my coming hither^ but it is not my 
part, nor hath it ever been my inclination to accufe 
men : I have and will keep ftridlly to the perform-^ 
ance of my orders, let others take their own ways 
and courfes in their affairs, I muft alfo again remind 
you to advife mr. Harbord to go more plainly to work 
in all my bufinefs.

One hundred thoufand pounds to the 49 officers* 

And the lad one hundred thoufand pounds to be 
iflued out for the difcharge of fuch fums of money 
as his Majefty had appointed to be paid out. of the 
half year's rent payable by the former z&^ and what 
bad been received and paid upon the faid former ad, 
was to be reckoned as part thereof* 

Out of this laft one hundred thoufand pounds 
there were at the time of the pafling the Explanatory 
A61, forty eight thoufand pounds remaining due to 
the duke of Ormond, which was more than all the 
money that was to come in of this laft ioo>ooo 
pounds, Would fuffice to fatisfy, in regard there had 
been about fifty thoufand pounds raifed upon this 
former aft, which being reckoned part of this one 
hundred thoufand pounds, there did hot remain above 
forty two thoufand pounds to be paid to compleat this 
laft one hundred thoufand pounds. The duke of 
Ormond in 1669, in purfuanceof an agreement then 

made 
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made between the King and the faid Duke ^ffigned 
this forty eight thoufand pounds to the King, and 
the King thereupon granted him five thoufaiid pouncjs 
a year for four years, with a provifoe to this effeft j 
that if at the end of the faid four years the King 
fliould have received by virtue of the faid Duke's 
aiEgnment to his Majefty, more than twenty thou- 
fand pounds, then the. faid five thoufand pounds pet 
annum to be continued to the faid Duke, until he 
fliould receive from the King, as much as the King 
fiiould have received by virtue of his afEgnment^ 
And, if at the end of the faid four years, the King^ 
fliould not have received twenty thoufand pounds by 
virtue of the faid Duke's afSgnment, then the King's 
payment of the faid five thoufand pounds a year to 
the faid Duke, to ceafe, until the King fliould have 
received more than the faid twenty thoufand pounds^ 
paid by virtue of the faid alignment. 

The duke of Ormond received this five thoufand 
pounds a year for four years, and in the lord Aun- 
gier's ftate of the revenue, whereupon my lord R i* 
nelagh's propofals were grounded ; this five thoufand 
pounds a year is reckoned upon as payable to the 
duke of Ormond, during the whole time of the faid 
lord Ranelagh's contrad^. 

But at the end of the faid four years, this pay* 
ment of five thoufand pounds per annum to the duke 
of Ormond ceafed, in regard the King had not then 
received fo much by virtue of the faid duke's af*- 
fignment, as the twenty thoufand pounds that the 
faid duke had received in thofe four years from the 
King. 

The King hath fince received the greateft part 
of the faid three hundred thoufand pounds, and the 
laft fum payable to compleat the whole payment 

O thereof. 
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thereof, "being about thirty otie tfaoafand pounds, h 
this prefent year applott^ upon the whde king- 
dom, to be paid at Lady-day laft, and Michaelmas 
lafty by even proportions ; Which when received, the 
whole three hundred thotifand pounds will be paid^ 
and the duke of Ormond nowexpeds that his pay- 
ment of five thoufand pounds a year fliall again be* 
gin, and be continued unto him until he Ihall have 
received twenty thoufand podnds more. Or thereabouts, 
that the King will receive by virtue of his align- 
ment, befides the faid twenty thoufand pounds al- 
ready paid. 

The duke of Ormond ^an at the utmoft eiped to 
receive but five thoufand pounds more for this pre- 
fent year from the King, biifo^'e my lord Ranelagh's 
contraft determlhes at ChAftmas next, within Which 
time the whole refidue of the three hundred thou- 
fand pounds will be due and payable to my lord Ra- 
nelagh and partners ', fo that at the end of their con- 
trad there will be at the leaft, about feventeen thou- 
fand pounds due frotn the King to the duke of Or- 
mond, to be paid him by five thoufand pounds a 
year from Chriftmas next, out of the revenue here ; 
and the whole money affigned to the King in con- 
fideration of this five thoufand pounds a year, will 
grow due before Chriftmas next* 

So that unlefs my lord Ranelagh and his partners, 
at the end of their contract, leave as much money in 
the treafury of what was affigned to the King by 
the duke of Ormond, as will fatisfy the duke of 
Ormond what will be then due to him from the 
King ; there will be a lofs to the King of fo much 
as will remain unpaid to the duke of Ormond, at 
the end of the lord Jlanelagh's contrad.

Willoughby, another of 200 1. per annum to lord 
Roche's children, and fome more of the fame kind, 
which, (hould I purfue it, would bring all the af- 
fairs into confufion, and I could not be certain of 
having the troops or the civil lift duly paid. , 'Tis 
poflible, fome who are fubtle enough on that fide 
the water where your lordftiip is, to caft it ofF from 
themfelves, may lay the weight of denying men upon 
me, and fo may tell your lordfhip that the money 
fhould be anfwered, if I would do my part ; and 
perhaps they may inftance the fund for the main re- 
giment, concordatums, or other things ; but were I 
upon the place, I could fo clearly (b.ew how all thefe 
are cloyed with payments, and anticipated with af- 
fignments, as 'tis impoffible for me to do it.

Not 
only fince my coming hither, but even for a good 
fpace of time before, there was a good underftand* 
ing between us ; and I do not know why I fhould 
live ill with ^ny of his Majefty*s minifters, whilft I 
am in his Majefty's fervice. There are fadions in 
the court, and thofe very high againft each other ; 
but for my taking part with one or the other, I can- 
not comprehend how it is my bufinefs : therefore you 
may do well to afliire my lord of Ormond of my re- 
{pe& and fervice for him. In a former letter you 
fpeak of fome difpute between my lord Chamberlain 
and my lord Ranelagh ^oncieming 1250I. I do not 
well underftand upon what ground my lord Ranelagh 
can argue this. I remember it was myfelf difcovered, 
on perufal of my lord Ranelagh's account, that by his 
contract he undertook io pay my lord of Arlington 
6250 L being the fuppofed remainder of a grant from 
his Majefty of looool.

1 cannot Iput profefs, that 'tis one of 
tlie tendered points to a perfon in my ftation, to 
fpalt on the chief governor the odium of denying fuch 
tetters of his Majefty*s bounty, as many tim^s indeed 
cannot be complied with ; as a)fo to endeavour to 
procure favours apd liberalities, and thereby engaging 
the dependanoe on another, which ought to ^e ac« 
knowledged as flowing from his Majefty's grace : 
yet, if he who commands here, be not the hand 
through which thefe are difpenfed, it will foon dif- 
able. him froni^^ haying that influence on tl^e people^ 
as IS neceflary to fupport the dignity of hi^ place.

THAT his facf^ Majefty, taking into his 
princely ^onfideration the eminent zQunfp and 
fufferii:^ of the faid oiScers in His and the fervice 
of his Father-, in the wair of Ireland, before tl\e 5th 
of June, ^^9 i a^ (f^i^ ^eyertheiefs, by the par- 
tiality and Injuftlce of the late uiurped powers, there 
was no provifion made for the fati^fadion of the faid 
juA and honourabk fervice^ was gracioui^ pleafed. 
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by his publick declaration of the 30th of November, 
in the twelfth year of his reign, which foon after 
was enaded and made a law by the AAs of Settlement 
and Exptanation, to declare^ that all the forfeited 
l^ndis, tenements,^ and hereditaments, undifpofed or 
to adventtircrs and (bldiers in the counties of Wick* 
low, Longford^ Leitrim, and Donegal], and in the. 
province of Conaught and county of Clare, tying 
within one mile of the river Shannon, or the fea,' 
and an the houfes and tenements forfeited within the 
leverat walled towns and corporations, and lands 
thereunto belonging, not then fet out to adventurers 
ir fotdiers (except fome |toufes in Wexford) toge- 
tlier with the benefit arifing Irom mortgages, ftatutes^ 
ftaple andjudgqpents, where the lands 'w^re not then 
difpofed, (except as in the faid a^s is excepted) to- 
gether with a year, and a year and half's rent im- 
pofed on the fo^dier^, which was afterwards by the 
AQ, of Explanation afcertained and reduced to oner 
hupdred thoufand pounds, fhould be and remain for 
fatisfaAion of the perfonal arrears of the (aid officers^ 
in fuch method, manner, and proportion, as by the 
faid Declaratiqn and Ad^ are limite4 ^nd appointed ^ 
wherein it is provided, that fuch of the faid ofEcers 
who had no fatisfa£^ton in lands or otherwife, for 
fervice fince 1649, (hould be immediately fatis^ed 
out of the faid fecurities 12 s.

Willpughby, wife ta cqlonej Willoijghby, brought 
me a letter from yourfelf, wherein your lordfliip is 
pleafed to.exprefs your defire of accommodating her 
with 2 or 3poJ. out of the concordatum^ i if it were 
poffible to be done^ I fliould mpft readiJj iqDmpIy; 
but I do afiure your lordfliip, that there are not above 
fixteen hundred pounds remains for all extraordinary 
occaftons whatfoever ; the reft of the concordatums

IN my laJO:, I promifed you a further account of the 
Spanifh fliip, which was taken in this bay., the 
particulars whereof^ and the feveral circumflances 
inflating thereunto, you will find in the examinatkm 
herewith ehclofed ; and that it may be the more m-^ 
telligibk, happening to have a mftp by me of this 
port, I have cauf^d the places to be marked in it|^ 
where the thing was done. Here was another Fuenck 
ihip lately in this port, which brought fome goods 
from France, and owned her felf to have a commiffiojt 
to take any of the French king's enemies. She w&Bt 
out about three or four days, and is reported to lie at 
ambay» being an iu^nd about two leagues northward 
from Hpath. 'Tis believed ihe. attends, the coming 
out of fome Dutch ihips who are now iathe harbour 
lading goods, to return home. I perceive the met-- 
chants of this city, are ,n)uph dijfttirbed with thefc 
proceedings ; but we have none here (killed in that 
fust of learning, to inform me whether thefe French 
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are by tbe hiarinc iv^ j^ttitted m whU thty hav^ 
done. For my own jpvt, fpeakln^ by guefsj I am 
apt to think, tbat any fhip within the bay, i» dbul^tr 
hk under his Majcfty' s protedtop^ abd ought not tp 
be feized j it being the fame cafe, as to take a {hip 
from the mouth of the riv.er of Thaines : nay, I 
doubt whethef hi3 Majefty may hjc»t challenge^ as his 
chamber^ the whole fea between Ehgland ahd Ire- 
lapd,,^ the cpafts on both fides being his own ; and if 
fo, when any (hip is turned the Lands*ehd in Corn- 
wall, (be muft be allowed to be within his Majefty's 
protection, and con(eqUentTy not to be feited by any. 
However, if practice and former precedents have not 
extended his Majefty^s poM^er to thefe large limits^ 
that I imagine. ^ yet furely fpr privateers to hover 
about the mouth of one of oiir harbour^ as it ^etc 
beiieging them^ and feizing (hips that copfie in or oul^ 
(an hardly be regular. I am,' I coilfefsj a little appr«i^ 
henfive of fome affVont flrqm thefc Preilch privateersj 
it being eafy (br them ^o come ihto the harbour, ai; 
their pleafure^ and there phindef or fire what (hips 
they think fir^ Nothing^ can remedy thisj| b.u( his 
Majefty^ fending a {tfydh frigate hither ( one of 
twenty or twenty five guns will be be^) to ftcure us : 
hi former times^ this port was feldom without one oi* 
two fuch, and' indeed conftdering the ctiftoms his 
Majefly receives here^ which is commonly 30000 L 
ffer annum^ I think it may well deftrve to be "a littl^ 
better looked after. Having thu^ reprefenlcd the 
whole, I (halt humbly Aibmit i^ ^o his Majefly^s con* 
fideration, and remain.

Tlhat oa the 29tb, a ihip coming into the bay, 
ftom the ibudiward, a Spjmi^i bottom, with ten men 
aboard, from Bilboa, laden with iiruits and ircHis | 
the (loop weighed, and with the help of her oars, 16 
in number, came up with her, boarded Jier, and 
clapt Itfteen men of his aboard, about 7 o'clock that 
evening. Seven of the Spaniards efcaped before in 
the boat^ at which three guns were fired. The 
Spaniard was about forty tons, and was taken about 
:t.wo miles from the Bar, fouthward ; about feven fa«* 
thom water ; above a league within the two head- 
lands of Hoath and Bullock About nine that 
evening, the Spanifh merchant, pilot, and one pri- 
vate feaman, were brought on board the floop, die 
laft of which, feemed to have his hands tortured with 
matches. She flood oiF to the fea, with the Spgnii^ 
Aiip, about ten that night, with an intention to g9 
to her poft. This examinant's caufe of knowledge, 
is, that he came on board the f^id fhallop, at the 
very time that the Spaniard was taken.

Majefty's peace, and to ra^fe the country upon thofe 
mifcbievous people. 

Captaifi Winckford, one of the commiffioners of 
thetreafury, and a militia captain of the county of 
Wexford, had the good fortune to light on one party 
Qf them, who fired firft upon him, and fhot himfelf, 
and feveral of his men through their cloaths, but no 
hurt done ; he firing again at them, killed one, upon 
yrhich the reft fled, and in the purfuit he took ano* 
ther, with fix of their horfes ; the man killed, 
proves to be a myrtherer, and likewife he who i^ 
taken, is a man condemned for former murthers, 
Thefe lawlefs people have been fo bold, as to fend to 
feveral gentlemen^ requiring them, at a certain time^ 
tp funiilh th^m ^itb fums of money, or otherwjff; 
they would fire their houfes ; they have done the like 
alfo to divers little towns in the country, and forced 
fhem to their demands ;. thpfe who have refufed, 
fbey have fet fire to t^ieir houfes ; fon)e people alfo 
ihpy b^ve mur^erqd ^ the reports in Dublip dp make 
them to b^ threpf<9ore, foo^e fay a hundred in a body ; 
but yefterday, by an account from fir Theophilus 
Jones, who is npw on the place, I hear, that the 
noife is no( (o great i|i tbe.cpuiitry as Js reported 
here ; that indeed ther^ are tbree or four parties of 
|hem, of eight or ten men ii| a party, anc) np more, 
I queftion npt, in a (hort time, by the courfe I haye 
^r^dy taken,^ they will be fuppreft ; but in cafe they 

(hould 
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ihould iflcreafe in their numbers, I muft be (oraii t9 
commiffionate feme adive perfon, as a marflial, and 
fend among tiiem to execute martia) lair on tbefe 
offenders, this being the kfl remedy, and a titcle he-* 
jond the ordinary proceedings at taw, tho*^ ufuaJly* 
done in this kingdom, on Kkc occafions, I am leat^ 
to put it in pradice till foreed by neceftry. There 
are others out in the northern parts of this kingdomy 
divers of them have been lately kil'ted, and feverat 
atfo taken by the people, who generally ri(e upon 
them ; the reafons why we hear fo much of thefe 
outrages, at this time, I conceive to be, firff, be- 
caufe feveral of the gaola hare been lately broke, and 
the rogues there, got out. 

Secondly, diverr men have aflentbled thertifehre^^ 
from all parts of this kingdom, in the counties of 
Cork and Kerr)r, defigmng to fhip themfelv^, ad 
fbldiers, for France, fome whereof did go on boai^l 
two French fttips coming on that coaft s but othens 
miffing of their pailage, have ran in and joinett 
with tbofe, who they heard were robbing m tbd 
country. 

Thirdly, a rttimber of thefe people. With which 
this country always abound, and who nevei' work, 
but live only by colhering np and down, pinched 
with fcarcity of com, do now follow this wicked 
Courfe of Kfe. 

I had not troubled you with fo long an account, 
tipon this fubjeA, which indeed is not worth fending 
you, but only fearing fome bufy people might write 
over into England^ and reports come' to his M ajefty's 
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ear, which if they fhould, this letter will clear the

My Lord, Dublin (}aflle, June 9, 1675. 

THIS day, at near twelve o'clock, I received 
two packets out of England, one of the firf^ 
and anodier of the fifth of June. The tide not 
ferving for our boats till three in the afternoon, I 
was unwilling to let it go off without a line or two 
to your lordfhip. When I fent over Mr. Godolphina 
I told him, and dire£ted him to keep a memorandum 
thereof in writing, that there were no perfons upon 
the place proper to be lords juftices but my lord 
Chancellor and Sir Arthur Forbefe ; and unlefs the 
ICing would think fit to fend back my lord Conway, 
and fo conftitute my lord Chancellor and lord Con- 
way, I could not tell whom to think of to nomi- 
nate. This I did, intending, that after I fliould 
have an anfwer concerning my own going, I might 
then formally prefent fuch names to his Majefty's 
confideration, as might be proper to fupply the place 
in my abfence : but my letters this day inform me, 
that his Majefty had not taken any refolution concern- 
ing my coming, interrupted, I fuppofe, by the heats of 
the parliament ; and yet the perfons to be employed 
here in my abfenqe, are difcourfed of on that fidp 

th« 
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the water. I do therefore take the liberty t6 ad- 
quaint ydur lordfhip with my fcnfe. on this fubjefl^ 
which is, that either my lord Chancellor and my 
lord Conway, or my lord Chancellor and Sir Arthur 
Forbefe, or all three together, may do very well. I 
have not the higheft opinion in the world of my lori 
Chancellor's integrity (this being more than ever I 
have put under my hand before^ I deiire your lord- 
fhip to keep private to yourfelf ) but yet mould he^ 
by my advice, be left out of this commiffion, it 
would, I know, occafion an abfolute breach between 
him and me, which would not be fo convenient for 
his Majcfty's fervice : therefore I conclude, that if 
he be yoked with a good man, it may do well ; 
efpecially fince care may be taken that nothing but 
things of coiirfe fliall pafs during that little time t 
ihall be abfent^ As for a deputy, I am upon many 
confiderations utterly againft it ; and I hope his 
Majefty, who has by his commiffion under the great 
feal, impowered me to make a deputy upoh occafion^ 
will not impofe it. I do not often trouble your lord- 
fhip with trivial things ; and indeed I prefubie I 
need not, well knowing that your lordfhip will not 
have regard to little reports : yet, however, one of 
my letters giving me intimation, as if fome perfon had 
told your lordfhip that I had fent to my lord of Ar- 
lington a copy of the letter which I wrote to your 
lordfhip, I take this occafion to acquaint your lord- 
fhip, that if any thing of this nature has been told 
you, it is an abfolute lie ; for I never Wrote one 
fyllable to my lord of Arlington, nor feiit a copy of 
this letter to any man Jiving : neither fince my lord 
of Arlington was out of the Secretary's place, have I 
communicated to him the mofl minute particular re- 
Jating to any publick concern of this country. And 

therefore 
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therefore I humbly befeech your lordfliip to rccoUeft 
with yourfelf who (hould infinuate any fuch matter, 
and then I doubt not but you will eftecm of them, 
whoever they are, as defigning mifchief to us both.

AT the writing of my laft letter, I had fo little 
time, as I could then fay no more to you than 
what I did. It is very pleafant to fee what wild 
c6nje3ures men have at the grounds of my pror- 
pofing a journey into Englancf, when the matter itr 
felf is fo plain, and to any right reafone|[ fo obviou^ 
My lord Ranelagh's contrad, and alfo the farm 15 
near determining, and at Ghriftmas next all reckon.- 
ings muft be made up with them* I have not fpent 
iny time fo idly here, as not to underftand their 
feveral covenants : but I do ftnd a vaft work will 
then be upon my hands to adjuft all accounts, and 
many queftipns will ari& upon feveral claufes in theic 
contra£l« I would therefore be glad, before becomes, 
a little to acqu^i^t his Majefty with the ftate of afr- 
fairs as they will then ftand, and receive his dir^c- 
lions concerning diveiis particulars, and fums which 
will then be claimed : but if bis Majefty had rathe;r 
conclud^ h^mfelf in relation to thofe two great bar* 
gains, oj^ly by hearing my lord Ranelagh a<^d the 
farmers, who are the parties concerned againft him, 
without permitting any one who underftands the in- 
trigue of the whole, to fpeak in bis o;iyn behalf, I 
am very well fatisfkd. ^^fidesr this, upon the con- 
cluflons of thofe great farms, there will be confide* 
Table alterations in the frame of all things here, and 
an opportunity will then be of reducing the kif\gdom 
to a final fettlement. This country has been per- 
petually rent and torn fince his Majefty 's reftora- 
tion. I can compare it to nothing better than thef 
l^nginfi; the Reward upo|i the death of a deer among

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II pack of bounds, where every one pulls and tears 
what he can for himfelf : for indeed, it has been 
no other than a perpetual fcramble. If then it be 
thought the wifer way of government, to let it con-p 
tinue fo, and by the infecurity and hazard all men 
are in, in relation to their eftates, expofed on every 
opportunity to new infurre^ions and rebellions, and 
by this incertain condition to hinder all improvements 
both of private fortunes, and confequently of his 
Majefty's revenue too ; then if mifchief do come, or 
fo good an account cannot by the chief governor be 
given of the flourifliing ftate of that province under 
his charge, as himfelf wiflies, let it reft on thofe 
jmen's flioulders who are unwilling his Majefty (hpuld 
come to a true knowledge of his affairs. And for 
my own part, having made recital of the feveral 
heads, and oflFered (as by the duty of my place I am 
bound) my ai&ftance in fettling of them, I have 
<]ifcharged my confcience, and (hall diiiquiet myfelf 
no further, whatever the fuccefs be« Did I regard 
tny own pafticular gains, this journey would never 
have come into my thoughts, being very well in the 
ftation where I am ; and I do know by my going 
over fome hazard will be run of lofing my em^ 
ployment : but when fo great ^ good as the final 
fettlement of a whole kingdom may be compaiTed, 
(and the article of time for effeding this is now 
come, if a right means be ufed thereunto) I do not 
value the hazarding of ten fuch places, in ballance 
to the compleating of fo advantageous a work.

Dear Brother, 

IH A D not leifure to write to you by the lafl^ 
and therefore I direded Mr. H^bord to ac* 
]^nowledge the receipt of your letters. The Tarious 
conjectures that men have of my coming oTer, and 
their gueQes at the reafons why I fhojald propofe it^ 
ar^ as ridiculous as any thing I hare ever met with.' 
The truth is, this age is To fubtle, that ^iis hard for, 
^ny man living in it to believe there U pne platn* 
dealing man left in the world. I never -confulted any 
one in England whatever ^onceriMog my going ; and, 
there ia but one Angle perfon oh this iide the water 
who knew it, till I had dif^atch^d Mr. Godolphin 
(wherefore I would be glad that yourfelf and Mr. 
Harbord would enquire out who were fee authors of 
that report of my being fent for, four .days before 
Mr. Godolphin reached Londoioi) I debated the mat- 
ter calmly with myfelf, at leaft one month before I 
took the refolution ; and finding clearly, that ther^f, 
will be how an opportunity of fettling this poor 
country in quiet and eafe, if the King fo think fit» 
I thought, it worthy the offering my fenfc upon that' 
fubjefl, and the propofiiig my cdming ovier, in order 
to a great and good end. I have fpent now almoft 
three years here, to ipform myfelf of the true ftate 
of this kingdom, arid the feveral interefts therein \ 
and I hope I have not ^en an unprofitable obferver 
of all nriatters relating tpithe conftitution^ of this go- 
vernment. When I entered upon my charge, t 
came from a retired life, and never had any thihg of 
this nature co^ramittcd to my trufl j and it was a 
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hazard whether I would be able to perforin it^ fo as( 
inigbt be for his Majefty's fervice. If there were 
nothtng more than this in the cafe, (hat his Ma- 
jcfty, having put a man nnc^pe^-ienced ip govern-. 
meht4 into the grealteft command he - has to give^ 
where he has r^Oaed near three years, and his Ma- 
jefty fliould think fit tp difcourfe with him, and try 
if in this time be u^cffiands th^fe affairs Which 
have been under his charge, and would hear him upon 
Tome debates at the committee for Irifh bufinefs, tc^ 
fatisfv" himfejf Whether he be a man that has ufed 
diligence ih his employment, and endeavoured tp make 
himfelf mafter in the knowledge of tl^at country, 
and has parts and \capax:ity therevmto : if, upon thefe 
trials, the King (hould find this perfon ignorant, and 
tiot able to fpeak fcnfe in the concerns of that king- 
dom, it were doubtlefs reafonable he be immediately 
removed, and another fent that would (erve better. 
But if his Maj^fty fliould find, that his chief gover- 
nor has been induftrious to inform himfelf of the 
ftate^of all things under his command, and has beei;i 
virtuous and true to him in the difcharge of his 
duty, this may confirm his Majefty 'in his choice^ 
and he may with honour be fent buck again to the 
government, as being capable to do his Majefty more 
(ervice in that poft, than a^y. other. If there were, 
I fay, no more than this in the cafe, it were ground 
fufficient fdr his Majefty tq defirc to fpeak with him. 
But if over and above all this, there is now an arti- 
cle of tim^approaching, wherein great good may be 
done to this country, and I have prepared myfelf to, 
make t)rQpofals thereunto, it feems a moi{ wonderful 
thing to me, what fhould be the reafon that his^ 
Majefty fhould fcriiple the fendiog for me ov^r j and 
as firange that men fliould OQnje<5lure and have wild 
s^ ^ ^ notio,ns3 
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fiotions, as if I were put upon this joumej by fooui 
or other who intend to mifchief me, and that I ha4 
over-reached myielf therein : the plain truth being 
no more than ^is, tfiat I fiiid ^onfiderable matters 
may be done, and the ieafoq of putting them inta 
execution draws near j^ therefore I have offered my 
fervice to \iis Ma}e%9 to be prefent at the debates of 
them.. And if the King like of my comings I am 
feady, an4 if not, having difcharged my duty, I hav^ 
no more to (ay^ As to Mr. Godolphin's diicourfing 
with you or Mr. Harbord upon this fubjed, he was 
iiot at all forbidden : and» I confefs, I am much at 
cafe now that piy letters are delivered ; for if I be 
commanded |o come, I know it may condi^ce to the 
good of the kingdom ; apd if I do not go oyer» an4 
9ny mifchief or irregularities l^ppen to be done, let 
them bear the Mame who take upon them to eftablil^ 
rules for the government of this kingdom. By the 
next I fhall reti^rn you the writings you fent over, 
^8 alfo a particular of my broither Ned*s eftate, th^ 
latter of which I thought I ha4 fent loi^ ago.

I Perceive by my letters out of England, that th^ 
unhapf^ differences between the two houfes db 
find work eoougfa for all his Majefty^s mihifters there ; 
wherefore I canliot wonder that I do not yet heir 
what refolution his Majefty has taken cohcerning 
hiy coming over. As I faid at firft, fo I do ftill 
profefs, that I have no bufinefs at all of my own 
to engage me in this journiey, but 'tis purely in.ordeir 
to his Majefty*s (brvice, that he may be informed of 
the true ftate of things here ; ahd that fuch propofab 
may be made foi* the filial fettlement of this king- 
dom, as may eftablifli quiet and eafe therein. If any 
one oh that fide the water are uhwillitig h^s Maji^y 
Ihould know the truth of things, and therefore do 
Oppofe the means of fuch information, ihould any 
thing fall oUt uklluckily here, the blame ought to reft 
at their doors, and not be laid to my charge, fince I 
have offered my endeavours to ferve big Majefty to the 
Utmoft of my j)ower. Yefterday my lord mayor, ac- 
companied with eighteen aldermen ^I\^ the two (he- 
riffs of the city, attended the in council, acquaint- 
ing Us, that at an aflembly of the city^ the mayor 
ahd aldermen had propofed to the commons, ac- 
tording to form^ the croffing out of their books thofc< 
entries that were mad? relating to the exclunon of 
the eight aldermen, Which they were commanded to 
do by an order of cduncil ; as likewife one other pro- 
pofal was made for the eleding of an agent, and im- 
p^^weiring him^ under the city feal, to appear in his 
Majefty's courts in feveral fuits which were there de- 
fending between particular perfons and this city, both 

which 



which the commons refufed to aflent unto ; l>u^ upon 
their refufal^ the mayor, aldermen and fheriffs did 
order thofe aAs of aflembly to be cancelled, purfuant 
to our commands, which was accordingly done, 
whereupon I gave niy lord mayor thanks, and 
told him, thsyt himfelf, the aldermen ahd (heriffs had 
done like good ahd dutiful fubjeds in fhewing their 
obedience to his Majefty's authority. I dd not 
enough underftand the cuftoms ahd <:ionftitutions of 
the city, to judge how regular this is, which the 
mayor, aldermen and (heriffs have performed ; but 
here is a very antient man, one Smith, an alderman, 
of above thirty or forty years ftanding, who faith^ 
there have feveral precedents been in his time^ when 
the commons have been refractory to the publick 
authorit}* i that upon thefe occafions the cnayor, al- 
derman and (heriffs have done their duty : but becaufe 
1 believe fome or other may be apt to trouble his 
Majefty with particulars relating to this ihatter, I 
do therefore think it expedient you haVe % more exa<% 
account of their late proceedingSi 

My lord mayor, on Wednefday or Thurfday laftj 
(inding there were many of the aldermen in the town, 
invited ten or twelve of them, men uningaged in the 
late troubles of the city, being none of them either 
of the eight excluded, or of the four who irregularly 
turned them out ; and after dinner he acquainted 
them, that the city lay under great reproach of dif- 
obedience to his Majefiy's authority, in fegard they 
had not complied with an order of the lieutenant and 
council, empowered by his Majefty*s fpecial com- 
mand, to determine fome differences which formerly 
had been among them ; and further, that the revenue 
was almoft brought to ruin, feveral perfons having 
futta at law againft them, and none authorized as an 

agent 
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m^ilt to aofwer tbem, judgment had been given upon 
nihil dicit in feveral caufes^ and executions iiFued to 
difpoflefs them of their lands and other revenues, by 
which meam the corporation in time would foe to- 
tally deftroyed, Whereupon alderman Smith, thd 
noft antient among them, told the reft, it was his 
i»pinion that they ftould once more call an affembly, 
and try if^riie commons would do what was fit; and 
fliould they refufe, he concwed, that the aldermen, 
if the Iberiffs would joni therein, might in fiich a 
cafe perform their duty, and not fufFer the city to be 
undone through the ftubbornnefs and fa£lion of fome 
few little people ; and oiFered feveral precedents when 
the like had been formerly pradifed* So on Friday 
following an afTembly was accordingly called, and the 
matter pafled there as before related. There wer# 
eighteen aldermen prefent, who all concurred in their 
obedience to Our order, the iherifFs likewife joining 
with them ; then they required Sir John Tottie and 
Crofts, as clerks of the Tholfel, to crofs the bodcs^ 
and obliterate thofe entries -therein made, which by 
Our order are directed to be cancelled. Sir John 
Tottie refuting, they degraded him froiti being an 
alderman, and likewife voted him out of his place as 
derk of the Tholfel ; and for the moiety of the pro-* 
fits belonging to him, they direded an account to be 
kept thereof, and the money to be employed to the 
publkk ufe of the city. 

Now, becaufe AWerman Smith is riie perfon tkat 
propofed this courfe, it may nqt be amifs to give you 
-a juft charaSer of the man : he is one aged near 
fourfcore years, and has always been reputed a man 
of great integrity and loyalty ; an eminent inftance 
of the latter, he gave, as I am told, when my lord 
Ormond delivered H|> the fvv^rd to the parliament 

commi^ioliers 
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comniflioneii hei^ : be bafipentng then to ik m^v/.^.,. 
tame to the coiincU table, and aci^uaiht^ my lord 
of Onnon4# that it w^ generaUf reiported in towo» 
and fpiread To far» as no man doubted it, that bis eX"* 
cellency intended to deliver up tbegovernioaiaBit 16 the 
partiament : that he c^ifdufi to jkcqusMnt his lordfiiip^ 
that himfelf was intruded with the King's fword o£ 
the city, and that he would not refign it to rebel8«i 
Whereupon my lofd of Ormond gave him fomm 
theck, and ordered him to withdraw ; but uponitir^ 
ther confideration, his tordibip dnd the cojuncil 
thought 6t t0 call him in ^gain> ^d to commend 
hi«n for the reiblution he had fhewed in auu.iit«hin£^ 
bis Majefty'f avithority ; and withal read the letter 
from his Majefty, requiring the lord lieutenant to 
deliver up, the fword to the commiffioners impowere4 
by the parliaipent of England ; whereupon he faid 
he would fubtnit.' How true this is, you inay inforo^ 
yourfelf on the place ^ my lord of Ormoiid being 
with you^ but you have it a« it has be^d related to 
me; On the other £de. Sir John Tottie, who haii 
been the principal incendiary in this city^ was a 
trooper many years in Crom'^etrs army, a man 
itvretchedly poor, and has patched up himfelf by prer 
fents and otherwife, out of colleAions from feveral 
corporations of the city, to encourage and frotnot^ 
thofe broils which have been among them. 

This letter, I confefs, is unreafonably tedious | 
but believing there will not want fome men on that 
fide the water, as my lord privy feal by name, to alTift 
tbefe tedious people, if they bring a complaint there^ 
I conceive it no lefs than necefiary you (hould be in- 
formed of all the (^rcumftances relating to thefe pi:o- 
ceedings -, and therefore, if motions ihould be made to 
his Majefty in belialf of Sir John Tottie and his

I HAVE received yourk of the iatli ioftant, toge- 
ther with his Majefty's Jetter of die fame date, 
concer ni ng my coming over ; I do not know wh^c 
it was drawn, but I fear thofe clerks who penned it, 
did not examine precedents, it beii^ much out of 
form I however, were that ati^ I fliould not trouble 
you Upon th'ts fubjefi, but I do find, that thoi^h the 
beginning of thel letter gives a diredion for me to 
comis, yet the body of the letter impofes fomewfaat 
upon me, which renders my journey impoffible. 

For in the firfl plac^ the pcamble of the letter 
cxprefles, a» if I had defired to coane over, which 
indeed was the preamble to my lord Beridey's, thtt 
be defired to go into England, in relation to his own 
private aflFairs, whereas I have never pretended, nor 
indeed having any oc^on of my own to call me 
over, but only propofiog tq his Nfajefly, feyeral 
matters relating to the public, which muft bene- 
cefiarily refolved in England againft Chriftmas next, 
have humbly fubmitted to his Majefty's corifideration, 
whether my prefence may not be ufeful, when thefe 
matters fhall be debated ; I do with all humility 
conceive the preamble of the letter ought to be 
fuitable to the occafion, and in the ftile of thofe in 
my lord duke of Ormond's 'time, viz. Whereas, w«, 
in our princely judgment, find it neceflary, that you 
ihould come to our prefence, that you may in your 
perfon inform us, of the prefent ftate, &c. this as to 
thetfreface. In the next place, as to the body of the 
letter, it is exprefled, that before my going over, I 
ttluft fummoa « parliament, to be held here, againft 

the 
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the firft^ September next ; and that I bfing over 
with me Aich biUs, as fliall be thought iit to be 
pafled ki {>arliam€nt : how unpradicabfe this is, znf 
who underftand the iroliftitutions of this kingdom, 
caa eafily inform you : when a parliament is cailed 
^re, bills are firft to be prepared by the council of 
Ifeland, then tranfmitted and approved by the privy 
council of England, and upon their remittal back 
into Ireland, under the great feal of England, with 
that remitter comes a commiflion under the great feal 
of England, to hold a parliament here, after which, 
writs are to be ifitied^ and you all know there muft 
be forty days time between the ifluing of the writs, 
and the fitting of die parliament ; now then let any 
man compute the time : this letter is dated the 12th 
of June, and received in Ireland the 17th of June» 
and the writi muft be iffued the 22d of July ; fo as 
to draw the bills by the king's council here, to pafs 
them in privy council here, to tranfmit them into 
England, and have them all palled in council there, 
and remitted back hither again, there is but barely 
five weeks time, and then too I am obliged to ftay 
till all this be done, which as aforefaid Will be the 
22d of July, and to be back by the firft of Septembers* 
fa as in tSc6t; it is to dhrefl, I muft not come this 
Aimmer t true it is, that al) lord lieutenants have a 
daufe in their commiffion, empowering them to hold 
a paiiiament here; yet parliaments have not been 
ttfually called, upon that general claufe in the chief 
govemdrs patent, without a particular commiflioii 
for that purpofe, and indeed by Poyning's law, no 
parliament can be held without a fpecial commiflion. 

But if nothing of this were, 'tis certainly the moft 
unfeafonable time in the whole year for a parliament 
to fie, the firft of September being the middle of their 

harv^ft. 
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harveft, when the country, gentlemen wi\V he uil^ 
willing to atceod^ iad befilie%^ ic #iU be very incon- 
irenient for die lieuteaant- Co iffiie Writs for the 
holding a parliament^ and- the ele^on^ to be mUd^ 
ia his abfence^ for it ma; be of more im(K>rtance'to 
bis Majefty's atfairs^ to have' the lieutenaift ia the 
country^ in order to the diicool-filig. with jftiei]^, con* 
cerning tfaefe eledions, and taking care that fit per* 
fons be chofen, than that he ihould he u|K>n the 
place at the opening of the fedions ; it is indeed oile 
bf the propofals ii| my letter tO: hifr Maje%r to advife 
t>f the calling a parliament here^ b^t the eonfideraillkMi 
of the time, is certainly a* princi|>al point to be le^ 
folved of) and I am certain -it caniloe be cbovenieiitfte 
do it tilt, after Chriftmafi next^ both in* regardf the 
country is. at prefenr very poor, and likewife, that the 
payment^ of the fupplyof tl^ yeai^* vakn,(whic^ts 
a general tax) will not be at an end till' Mibbaeliiias^

May it pleafe your Highn^fs, 

AT the time when I fept Mr. Godolphin ii)to 
England, my intelligenc^e told me, that your 
Highnefs did decline as much as might be the inter- 
pofing in any bufinefs wbatfoever ; and judging it 
unfit for any fubje£l to give unpeceflary trouble to a 
perfon of fo exalted a birth ^s \s yourHighnefs,, was 
the true cagfe I charged him with none of my letters 
to your Highnefs.

Sir, Dublin Caftle, June 26th, 1675. 

MY laft letter from Mr. Thinne brings me an 
account that you have lately been indifpofed, 
but I hope, when this comes to your hand, it will 
find you perfcftly recovered. The more I refleft upon 
the letter of calling a parliament here, lamftillin 
the more amazement, for I daily fee greater un- 
pradicablenefs in the thing, and fuch as I wonder 
any on that fide fliould be ignorant of. Befides the 
objedions offered in it former letter of mine, there 

are 
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are others very material, which did not juft thcnod-f' 
cur to roe, a3 this ) the feafon of the year being fucb 
as the judges will be all in their circuits, and the 
lawyers out of toNven, when thefe bills are to be drawn s 
and it is a conftant rule here, when bills are tp be 
prepared, a committee of the council is s^pppinted, 
pf which all the chief judges are to be of the num- 
ber for the perufmg thefe bills, fo as either the king* 
dom muft be without juftice for this year, or bills 
muft be drawn contrary to all former pradice^ and by 
perfons who are not proper to do them. I have been 
a little perplexed within myfelf, how this propofal 
took it rife -, and upon perufal of my letters, I find 
in one to my lord Treafurer of the 30th of Novem- 
ber laft, being an anfwer to his lordfhip's of the 
wherein he defired to know my opinion 
concerning the calling of the parliament here, and 
the time I told his lord(hip, that in cafe the country 
continued to improve, as fince the war it began, I 
then prefumed we might be ready for a parliament 
this fummer, only with this caution, that it would 
not be convenient that a parliament were fitting here 
and in England at the fame time ; wherefore I could 
fay nothing pofitive as to the time: Now if this 
pafTage were read, and open, it inferred, that it was 
my opinibn that a parliament might be called this 
fummer. If you obferve what I have here truly re- 
cited, you will find, that I am far from being poiitive 
as to the time of convening it : befides, it might be 
my opinion, and on fubftantial grounds enough, in 
November, that a parliament fhould be called the 
next fummer ; but circumftances may vary between 
that and June (which is half a year) as I may with 
good reafon alter my advice : and therefore it is a 
very h^d cafe to oblige a man, had I been never fo 
: pofitive 
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|)ofitive then, to cohdnite of the fam^ fenfe fix 
months after, and not aher, tho' &e fees the world 
change ^out him. I do afiure yoUy this kingdomf, 
fay reafotn of the extraordinary unfeafonablenefs of 
the fpring, and the QizTp <x>urfes taken both by the 
farmers and the commiffioiiers of the treafury, to get 
in their money, this being the laft year of the firft 
of thefe, and the laft likewife with the other, for the 
payment of the eftablifhtnent, and other debts due to 
the army, &c. has made the country fo very pooi*, 
as no man could forefee it three months ago. Add 
to this, this letter of the 30th of November was feilt 
over by my lord Ranelagb^ who knew wdl enough 
thie prance of things here, and well underftood that 
the forms are fuch as a parliament cannot be called 
under fix months preparation ; and therefore I did 
ezpeft to have> heard from- my lord Treafurer his 
*Majefty's pleafure before Chriftmas laft, in cafe 'a 
parliament had been defigned here this fummer. I 
am fare, (hould there meet one before my lord Ra«f 
nelagh's undertaking be determined and adjufled, it 
would not ferve bis turn, to reckon wkh the com- 
miffioners of accounts ; for thehoufe of commons here 
.would infallibly, after the example of that in En- 
gland (who now begin to infpe6t"his Majefty's ri^- 
vende, and pretend to dfre£l how it (hould be dif- 
pofed, before they gi^ any money) require an ac- 
count of his lordftiipts undertakings^ ; and this, I alh 
certain^ the wit of nian could not prevent: but if 
this propofal of calling a ' parliament in fudi a hurjy, 
be only a block, caft in the way, th^t I may not 
fpeak with his Majefty, I hope his Majefty would be 
pleafed to confider, whether he hath not fome times 
akeady been in danger to be led out of the way upon

thefe occafions I have ever aded with truth ^ and tiutt if 
he pleafes to admit me to hia prefence, he fhall know 
the whole ftate of this kingdom ; and I wiU tell bim 
nothing but what I vrill juftify to the £ice of any man 
whatfoever.

iUDfioyfid by me cm my lord of Ormond's recommen- 
.4lation, as n (py among the pifelbyterians, I have this 
la^xount,: niFjbich I fend in the eaclofed paper i and 
tW I danof/find the man to have any great matter 
in. htm, yfl( thefe things ieem fo particular as to be 
worthy yoUr i^tice. If my lord of Ormond hath 
not left England, you may from him be informed 
iiow far thU <^an is fit to bic believed. Mr. Hat- 
bord will clFer you a letter for his Majeft/s fignature, 
in behalf of Mr* Adworth, who is my doiet fecre- 
tary, and hdtb taken much pains with me; and I 
have never had the opportunities to gratify htm in 
any thing. I have fpoken with fome of the judges, 
who conceive this proposal very reaibnablei and is 
Suiting with the pradice in England. I ihouid be 
glad the forms might be a^ike here. If the letter is 
,<^nce figned, and come over, I fhall, before I pafs 
the grant, hear any objedions that may be made to

The perfon 
whom joa engaged to my friendiiip, hath not proved 
ib faft to me as I might have expeded ; and, indeed, 
yoar abfence hath been of great disadvantage to me 
therein, thete being always two of my ill-willers, 
whom you know well, and therefore I need not name 
them, who inflnenoe him. in all things relating to 
myfelf, and the government under my charge, which 
caufetb great ruggedneft in all that I faave^ to do. 
The principal matter here depending now is ihe new 
letting the farm, for which his Majefty in perfcm 
made a bargain, much againft the. liking of 'thefe 
men, and it hath fince received feveral ohftmdions ; 
but I, thinking it my duty to fuppbrt it, as far as an 
honeft man ought, there being an agreement, undei^ 
his Mi^efty's fignatune, have been adive to bring 
itip a oondtlfioii, only adding fome covenants there* 
unto, fdii^h' might better diis Majefty'sfm^ts^and 
prevent' any inconvenience to his fervice, inirs^ a 
failure ihould happen when they are po^Scfled of the 
revenuis. .1 do not well lenow what the ifltie may be, 
nor am vety felicitous for it, being confcious I have 
performied my duty therein* However, this bufinefs 
hath Retained me fome months, . and will yet keep 
me three weeks longer, fo as after Chriftma^ I hope 
to rc^n into Ireland.

IilAVE received your Lordihips of the 13th of 
December. As to the matter for making the 
farmers receivers his Majefty^s officers, it was the 
beft expedient I could think of ; and for the taking 
fecurity of them, to anfwer fuch monies as fhall be 
received after Chriftmas next, muft be left to your 
care upon the place. Truly, I fear, the delay in 
concluding this grant for the farm, will be very in- 
convenient ; if the bargain be compleated, the 
new farmers will lofe by it, if otherwife, bis Ma- 
jefty's revenue will fuffer ; but in that ftreight and 
ihortnefs of time, I conceive, no other than employ*- 
ing thefe officers could be done. The prefent far- 
mers here have afiually received 15000 1. and have, 
as they aflure me, fent pofitive orders, that payment 
be made in Ireland. I fhould be glad, before my de- 
parture, to fee this new bargain either abfolutely per- 
feded, or quite broke off, fearing that an incertainty 
in the revenue may produce ill eiFe£ts in the govern- 
ment,
